ATLAS LIQUIDATION ACAUSE 


“ King of Kane’s”’ $5,000,000 Estate: 
Placed in Jeopardy. 


“MANY BIG INTERESTS INVOLVED. 


William M. and John 8S. Van Nortwick, 
bankers at Batavia, Ill., and the controlling 
spirits in enterprises involving several mill- 
jon dollars of capital, madean assigi.ment in 
the Kane County Court, at Geneva, Ill., yes- 
terday afternoon. The assignment covered 
all the individual property of the two broth- 
ers, and also the firm’s interests in the fol- 
lowing corporations: 

Bank of William J. and J.8. Van ‘Nestwick, 
Batavia, Ill. 

Western Paper Bag company of Batavia. 

Appleton Manufacturing company of Ap- 
pleton, Wis. 

Memphis Woodenware company of Mem- 


 phis, Tenn. 


Cotton mills at Aurora, IIl. 

Kaukauna Paper company of Kaukauna, 
‘Wis. 

Combined Lock Paper company. 

Wisconsin Sulphite Fiber company 

Union Pulp company. 

The assignment was made to the Equitable 
Trust company of Chicago. 

* Batavia Bank Qpen All Day. 

The Batavia bank remained open yester- 
day receiving deposits and paying money 
on checks as usual, until the customary 
quitting time, 4:30 p.m. Then the doors 
were closed. 

The collapse of the Van Nortwicks, who 
have long been in the front rank of paper 
manufacturing in the United States, was 
due directly to the liquidation of the Atlas 
National Bank of Chicago, it shutting off 
W. M. Van Nort- 
wick was a director in that institution, and 
with his brother was a borrower to the ex- 
tent of $800,000 of its funds. His failure 
followed closely that of John L. Norton, 
another borrowing director of the Atlas 
National, whose milling interests at Lock- 
port passed into the hands of an assignee 
on last Saturday. 

Mr. Norton is also in the paper business, 
being President of the Niagara Falls Paper 
company. 

Fortune of the “ King of Kane.” 

When John Van Nortwick, who was known 
as the “ King of K@ne County,”’ died in 1800, 
he left $5,000,000 to his two sons. The elder 
Van Nortwick had been a pioneer in West- 
ern railroad building. He surveyed the old 
Galena road from Chicago, and for eight 
years Was President of the Chicago, Burling- 

ton and Quincy railroad. From the modest 
beginning of $3,000, which he had with him 
when hexcame to Illinois fifty years ago, he 
accumulated the sortune which went.to his 
two sons, 

This property was in the shape of large 
paper manufacturing interests at Batavia 
and “along the Fox River in Wisconsin, in 
bank stocks in Kane County institutions, in 
large farms around Batavia, and in the 
paternal bank in that thriving Illinois city. 

Abandon Thlcir Father’s Footsteps. 

The sons, instead of following in the foot- 
steps of the father, began to spread out in 
many directions. Large sums were spent 
in lines wholly distinct from those in which 
their patrimony was earned. Going South 
as far as Tennessee and West as far as Kan- 
gas City, no new enterprise seemed un- 
worthy of a portion of the Van Nortwick 
fortune. Even after the panic of 1893, when 
most other business-men were shortening 
sails, the Van Nortwicks continued to crowd 
on sail. 

During the late campaign, when every 
manufacturer was keeping down expenses to 
the lowest possible notch, they continued to 
pour their money jnto the construction of 
neW plants, whose success at best was prob- 
lematical. 

It was in this manner that some $900,000 
in cash went into the mbined Lock Paper 
company at Appleton, "Wis. A bagatelle of 
$20,000 went into the rehuilding of the old 
mill at Batavia, for which no use, other than 
a storehouse, has yet been found. 

Secure $900,000 for Improvements. 

With several banks at their command, 
the Van Nortwicks did not feel the scarcity 
of money of which other manufacturers conm- 
plained so bitterly during the campaign. 
They continued to put it in, practically stop- 
ping all loans to outside people at the banks 
under their control. It was in this 
Way that some $600,000 in cash was secured 
to pay for the improvements at Appleton. 
The Atlas National contributed $300,000 
more. 

Had the National Bank of Illinois not failed 
@ week ago yesterday all might have come 
out well for the brothers, but that failure put 
off negotiations they had under way for a 
long time loan on the new plant at Appleton. 
Controller Eckels was all this time calling 
in no uncertain tone upon the Atlas National 
to reduce its loans to its directors, particu- 
larly that to William M. Van Nortwick. 


Foiled in their efforts to secure money on 


the Appleton plant, the borrowing director 
Was unable to reduce his obligations to the 
imperiled bank of which he was a director. 
This inability to reduce the loan forced 
the Atlas National to apply to the Clearing- 
House for assistance, and then the liquida- 
tion of the Atlas compelled the assignment of 
the Van Nortwicks. It was a row of blocks, 
in which all went down after one had fallen. 


Assignment Made in Haste. 

The assignment papers were drawn by 
Green, Robbins & Honore of this-city yes- 
terday and were hurried to the County Court 
at Geneva. There was little time to be lost 
in making the assignnient, for the news of 
the liquidation of the Atlas National was 
fast spreading through the farming region 
of that county; and a run was already well 
under way at the bank in Batavia by the 
time the assignment passed into the hands 
of the Clerk in the little court-house at Ge- 
neva. 

William M. Van Nortwick returned to the 


‘city from Geneva, and left at 3 o’clock this 


morning for Appleton. 


Five Million Dollars in Jeopardy. 

No formal statement of liabilities and as- 
Sets has yet been made. Owing to the widely 
diversed interests of the two brothers any 
€stimate is liable to be wild. All that is cer- 
tain is that the entire heritage of $5,000,000 
received from the elder Van Nortwick in 
1890 by his two sons is in jeopardy. Attor- 
hey Green ventures the rough estimate that 
the assets are $1,000,000 and the liabilities 
$400,00 to $500,000. He also gays the broth-

Failure Important and Sensational.,. 

The failure is one of the most 

and sensational ever 0oc- 
curring in MIilinois outside of the 
metropolitan limits of Chicago. Diffusion of 
capital and spreading out into enterprises 
cf all kinds seem to have been the rock 
on whieh the $5,000,000 fortune was wrecked. 
Not content with running the bank in Bata- 
via and the paper mills started by their 
father, the sons and heirs branched out in 
every direction, particularly along the Fox 
River in Wisconsin, where they had nearly 
half a dozen mills for the manufacture of 
wood pulp and paper. Their Appleton in- 
vestment, the Combined Lock Paper com- 
pany, never made much profit, and when J. 
S. Van Nortwick started a bank there it 
aroused bitter antagonism among the old 
residents, merchants, and moneyed men of 
that town. 

Dip Inte Weolen Mills. 

Then they put money in iron interests in 
the neighborhood of Appleton and in North- 
ern Michigan, invested in woolen mills, and 
purchased a big block of stock in the Green 
Bay Canal company. 

In the opinion of a man thoroughly con- 
versant with their affairs not one of the 
various interests in which they have put 
money has turned out to be successful in the 
commercial sense of the word. 

Samuel D. Ward Talks. 

Samuel D. Ward, treasurer of the Equita- 
ble Trust company, to which the assign- 
ment was made, aaid: 

‘“‘I know nothing of the assignment except 
the bare facts. All the business attending 
the affair, at least so far as our company 
Was concerned, was done by Mr. Walton, 
our cashier. He was called to the office of 
the attorneys, Green, Robbins & Honoré, this 
morning, and shortly afterwards he left for 
Batavia. He had not returned at the time 
I left the office this afternoon. In conse- 
quence I know very little about the mat-

INTENSE SURPRISE IN BATAVIA. 

Bank Thought to Be Impregnable— 
Comment on Its Methods. 

The announcement of the heavy indebted- 
ness caused a run on the bank at Batavia 
yesterday, which, while not severe, gave 
indications of assuming the most formidable 
proportions as the news of the closing of the 
Atlas Nationalspread through Kane County. 

The Batavia bank remained open all day 
receiving deposits and paying out money 
on checks‘as if nothing out of the ordinary 
had happened. Even while the members of 
the firm were on the way to Geneva with the 
papers assigning everything to the Equita- 
ble Trust company of Chicago the bank con- 
tinued to pay out its funds. 

It closed its doors promptly at 4:30 yes- 
terday afternoon, the usual time for closing. 
Even then the people of the town did not 
realize the landnfark of its existence had 
gone to the wall. 


News Received with Surprise. 


The news of the assignment was received 
in Batavia by telephone from Geneva and 
was almost a total surprise... When a news- 
paper man from Aurora entered the bank 
and asked for particulars Cashier Grimes 
declared he had no knowledge of the trouble. 

As the news spread over town surpriseand 
incredulity were mingled. The Van Nort- 
wick bank was considered one of the most 
substantial in the State of Illinois. 

This confidence was due in a large degree 
to the vast amount of property which the 
creditors saw in sight around Batavia to 
meet the demands which may be made upon 
the firm to liquidate its liabilities. In the 
earlier days, when the elder Van Nortwick 
‘was engaged in the manufacture of paper, he 
had extensive dealings with farmers and in 
course of time accumulated a large amount 
of fine property. These holdings have been 
increased by mortgage loans, on which the 
bank has been compelled to foreclose. The 
farm property and the mortgages will alone 
aggregate a large sum, although it is not just 
now, owing to depression in agriculture, 
available aw a money-getting asset. 


Cash for Other Enterprises. 


In securing $600,000 cash, which the firm 
has put in the new mills at Appletor its 
banks, particularly the one at Batavia, have 
been largely drained of their cash. Few 
loans have been made for several months in 
these institutions to outsiders. In fact, gt 
is said that the Batavia band has made no 
loans to speak of for a year past. At the same 
time it was paying 4 per cent interest 
on deposits, while no other: bank in that 
region was paying over 2 per cent. This, in 

view of the assignment yesterday, is re- 
garded as a bad symptom of the firm’s finan- 
cial condition, as it indicated that its banks 
had been milked for the outside enterprises 
of the brothers, and that everything was in 
the same basket—depositors, stockholders, 
and gereral creditors. 

The general impression in Batavia is that, 
while the bank has not been making any 
money, the side ventures of the firm have 
been successful. The paper bag factory at 
that place has been running night and day, 
doing an immense business. The Paper Bag 
Manufacturing company, at Batavia, has 
increased its time to twelve hours a day since 
the election, and has had orders for all its 
product. 

The manufacture of butter plates at Mem- 
phis is supposed to be highly successful, and 
the brothers frequently have expfessed 
much satisfaction at the result of their ex- 
periment. 

Lives in a Palatial House. 

William M. Van Nortwick, the older and 
the virtual head of the firm, resides in a mag- 
hificent residence at Batavia, which is re- 
puted to have cost $50,000. This was built 
by the old gentleman two years before his 
death. 

John 8. Van Nortwick resides at Apple- 
ton, Wis., where he is President of one of 
the principal banks. 

Miss Louise Van Nortwick, daughter of 
William M.,, is to be married before spring to 
Mr. Goff, the Milwaukee brewer. The an- 
nouncement of the engagement has been 
made in the Aurora papers, and the mar- 
riage, it was expected, would be one of the 
greatest social events in Kane County.

Cashier Grimes also refused to make any 
statement regarding the assets and IMabili- 
ties of the firm, or when it would resume, if 
at all. He said, however, that the settle- 
ment would be made within the firm, and 
that there would be no occasion for taking 
the public into its confidence. The assign- 
ment was made wholly to avert the run 
which seemed certain to start in this morn- 
ing. 

Preparing for a Possible Run. 

The First National Bank of Batavia had a 
balance of $500 in the Van Nortwick institu- 
tion, which was drawn out just before the 
close of business yesterday afternoon. 

Last night the directors of the First Na- 
tional had a long meeting, discussing the 
outlook for today. It is feared there will 
be a heavy run upon all the banks in Kane 
County, but the directors of the’ First Na- 
tional at Batavia were hopeful that they 
would be able to stand the expected drain 
upon their cash resources. 

Strong efforts will be made before the 
opening of business this morning to put the 
institution on a war footing. 

First National’s Midnight Announce- 
ment. 
. Ex-President Thomas Snow of the First 
National Bank at Batavia said at midnight 
the bank was fully able to meet any de- 
mands which might be made upon it today. 
He was prepared, if necessary, to put up ten 
times the amount which could possibly be 
drawn by excited depositors. The directors 
further showcd their confidence in their abil-

printers are on strike. Mr. Henneberry went 
bo his home, No. 543 Jackson boulevam, last 
night with police guard and will come to his 
business this morning with a similar escort. 

The threatening individual has béen lurk- 
Mg in the vicinity of the Donohue & Henne— 
berry printing establishment for s@veral 
days, uttering his threats. Last night Pri- 
vate Detective Corbett, who has been in the 
employ of the firm since the big strike was 
inaugurated, followed the man into an alley 
near the building and detected him intheact 
of putting fresh cartridges in his revolver. 
On the approach of the detective he fiour- 
ished the weapon and threatened to shoot. 
Corbett attempted to place him under ar- 
rest, but he broke away and disappeared in 
the darkness. 


Follows Mr. Henneberry. 

The strikers have noticed the man, but say 
they do not know him. He has not spoken 
to any of their pickets. He carries a large 
notebook, and appears to be keeping a close 
tab on the strike. 

According to Detective Corbett the mem- 
bers of the firm have supposed the unknown 
was one of the strikers’ lookouts. A few 
days ago it was noticed he kept aloof from 
the other watchers, and acted in @ strange 
manner. 

On several occasions it was remarked that 
he seemed to keep particularly close watch 
on the members of the firm, and once it was 
noticed he followed Mr. Henneberry some 
distance onghis way home after business 
hours. 

On another occasion he followed the mem- 
bers of the firm to the Harrison Street Police 
Station and was heard to mutter threats. 

During the last week the strikers have 
noticed the strange actions of ‘‘ the man 
with the note book,’’ as he was dubbed, and 
supposed he was in some way connected 
with the firm. 


Stranger to Both Parties. 

When the firm members and the strikers 
came together several days ago to discuss 
terms for the adjustment of the labor 
troubles it developed that the man was an 
entire stranger to all parties concerned,and 
Detective Corbett was detailed to keep a 
closer watch, and the attempted arrest fol- 
lowed last night. 

President Timblin of the Strike commit- 
tee said last night the man is probably a 
harmless lunatic whose strange actions 
were prompted by sympathy with the 
strikers. 

‘“*I believe the danger is magnified,”’ said 
Mr. Timblin, ‘‘ but it might be as well to 
send’ the poor man to the Detenticn Hos- 
pital. If he is armed he certairfly should be 
locked up. I understand the firm has 
agreed to arm its non-union men, and if 
such is the case there will be trouble enough 
to keep the peace without the added danger 
of armed lunatics at large.”’ 


Firm Refuses to Sign. 


The final conference between the firm and 
the Strike committee, held yesterday for the 
purpose of settling the strike, fatled in its 
purpose. The firm refused to sign the agree- 
ment presented by the strike officers. 

The committee demanded the reinstate- 
ment of all the strikers, a reorganization of 
the working force of the firm on strict union 
lines, and the settlement of all future dis- 
putes by arbitration. 

The conference was held at the office of 
the firm, where the representatives called 
by invitation of the firm. Mr. Donohue said 
the firm would not consider a settlement un- 
der the conditions offered. The interview 
was brief. 

Following the conference the strikers held 
a big meeting at No. 184 Madison street. The 
report of the Strike committee was listened 
to attentively, and the recommendation that 
the strike be continued indefinitely was re- 
ceived with cheers. 

The meeting was addressed by the Presi- 
dents of the several unions involved. After 
the meeting the Executive committee held a 
long session to perfect plans for renewing 
the strike. One of the officers remarked that 
many of the men are becoming impatient, 
and it is feared it will require unusual care 
and strict discipline to prevent violence. 

To add to the serious aspect of the situa- 
tion, the strikers say the non-union men are 
armed, and under the guardianship of the 
police are inclined to taunt the strikers. 

Seven non-union men are pow under arrest 
charged with carrying concealed weapons. 
According to the strikers, two of the men, 
who have been released on $1,000 bail, are 
ex-convicts. 

The strikers took a change of venue yester- 
day in two assault cases from Justice Rich- 
ardson to Justice Martin’s court, 
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them.

Troops A and B will have a special train, 
with Pullman sleeping cars, which will be 
drawn over the Monon road. The horses will 
be carried in special stock cars. 

What will be called the Veteran Corps will 
be organized at'once. This will be composed 
of the older, former members of the organi- 
zation. There will be probably twenty of 
these. 

It was agreed also to ask the Hamilton 
club’s delegation to make the trip with the 
Hussars, as many of the latter ane mem- 
bers of the club. 

All the members of the escort will be 
mounted on black horses, and they count on 
making an effective display. 

The Hussars will be away from Chicago 
five days. As they are going East it ifs 
planned also to stop over on the way home 
at New York for one day, and perhaps give 
a fancy drill. 

The Hussars will take with them their own 
band, and will organize specially a trumpet 
‘corps of sixteen trumpeters. 

There was much enthusiasm last night at 
the meeting. Maj. Brand made a speech 
alluding to the courtesy of the Cleveland 
Grays in sharing their honor with the Hus- 
sars. He spoke also of the honor of serving 
as the personal escort of the President on the 
occasion of his inauguration. 

The Hussars will drill frequently from 
now until they leave for Washington. 


POLICE UPSET PLANS FOR A FIGHT. 


Detectives Raid a Saloon Cellar and 
Arrest the Spectators Before the 
Principals Arrive. 


The plans of the thirty-five South Side 
sports who had arranged to witness a finish 
fight last night were upset by the advent 
of the police, who entered the.ring in the 
basement of Joseph Berbert’s saloon, No. 
1218 State street, and put them all under ar- 
rest. 

The match was mace several weeks ago 
between Edward Washington and Joseph 
Long, negroes. The news of the match was 
quietly spread among those who were con- 
sidered discreet, and the ring was pitched 
in the saloon basement, where it Was 
thought the noise of the battle and the ap- 
plause of the witnesses would not reach 
the ears of the policeman traveling the 
beat. 

In spite of the efforts to keep the matter 
quiet it leaked out, and a “tip’’ came to 
the Harrison § street police. Detectives 
Burns and Fitzgerald went to the place and 
after looking over the ground decided to 
make the arrests. The principals had not 
arrived, but the gloves and all the para- 
phernalia of the ring were confiscated. 

Berbert, the proprietor of the saloon, was 
arrested yesterday charged with robbery. 
It is said Jesse Hunt, a farmer whose home 
is near Cincinnati, came here a few days 
ago for the purpose of purchasing a ‘“‘merry- 
go-round,” fell in with two men whe piloted 
him to Berbert’s place, and robbed him of 
$45 while Berbert held the victim.

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weeks and after a residence of nearly fifty 
years in Chicago. He had been in failing 
health several months, 

Mr. Kerfoot was born on Dec. 18, 1823, in 
Lancaster, Pa. and was educated under 

tutorship of the Rev. Dr. Muhlenberg 
.at Flushing Institute and St. Paul’s College, 
Flushing, .Long Island, N. Y. He was grad- 
uated by St. Paul’s College at the age of 19 
years. 

He at once joined his brother, the late Rt.- 
Rev. John Barrett Kerfoot, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Pittsburg, in founding the College 
of St. James in Washington County, Md., 
and until 1848 was at the head of the gram- 
mar school in that county. 

In 1847 Mr. Kerfoot married Annie, second 
daughter of Otho Lawrence of Hagerstown, 
Md., and in the fallowing year removed with 
his family to Chicago, where he associated 
himself with James H. Rees, now dead, in 
the real estate business. 

Nestor in Real Estate. 

The firm of Rees & Kerfoot was succeeded 
in 1852 by that of 8. H. Kerfoot & Co., of 
which Mr. Kerfoot remained the senior part- 
ner until his death. He was the Nestor of 
the real estate fraternity in thiscity. 

Mr. Kerfoot was prominently identified 
with the earlier development of Chicago, and 
was elected as first President of the original 
Board of Real Estate and Stock Brokers of 
this city, which office he held during the life 
of that board. 

The board held most of its earlier meetings 
at the office of Rees & Kerfoot. Mr. Ker- 
foot was for a time associated with W. D. 
Kerfoot and Samuel Gehr, both of whom 
were graduated from his office. 

Mr. Kerfoot laid out and subdivided 
the portions of the city known as Ridgely’s 
addition, Sampson & Green’s addition, 
Green's South Branch addition, Johnston & 
Lee’s addition, and the now valuable North 
Shore district, where he built the first dwell- 
ing, in 1855. To part of this territory, situat- 
ed five miles north of the river, the residents 
have given the name of Kerfoot Park. 

Interest in Education. 

Mr. Kerfoot always retained his lively in- 
terest in the cause of educati~n and has an- 
nually given a gold medal to the scholar 
standing highest in the Lake View High 
School since its founding in 1875. He has 
offered similar medals in other institutions 
of learning outside of this city. 

He was one of the founders and a life mem- 
ber of the Chicago Historical Society, the 
Chicago Academy of Sciences, the Chicago 
Numismatic Society, and the Maryland So-~ 
ciety in Chicago. He was President of the 
two last named organizations from the time 
of their of®ganization until his death. His 
collection of coins and of articles of allied 
interest was one of the most extensive in 
the city, and in all matters of the sort he was 
a recognized authority in the West. The 
Maryland Society owns much of its activity 
to his deep interest in it. 

Mr. Kerfoot was the first representative of 
the New York Life Insurance company in 
Illinois. He held the agency from 1856 to 


1859. 
Man of Public Spirit. 

Mr. Kerfoot always took the liveliest in- 
terest in public affairs, though he was not 
an office-holder. He was one of the most 
strenuous advocates of the removal of the 
cemeteries to the suburbs, and assisted ma- 
terially in earlier days in improving the gen- 
eral sanitary condition of the city. 

He was a patron of art and an art con- 
noisseur, and, with a few others animated 
by similar aims, got up an art exposition 
which opened in 1859. This was the first ex- 
hibition of works of fine art held in the city. 
It was held in Burck’s Building, Lake street 
and Wabash avenue. There were seventy 
exhibitera. Out of this exhibition grew the 
Chicago Art Union, which gave its first ex- 
hibition at Hesler’s gallery in Lake street. 
In October, 1863, he was one of those who 
successfully promoted the Northwestern 
Fair. Art interests predominated in this 
enterprise. 

His Article on Realty. 

Mr. Kerfoot was the recognized local au- 
thority in real estate matterd and an article 
by him in the Real Estate Review in Jan- 
uary, 1879, is regarded as an essential docu- 
ment in the history of Chicago realty. 

Mr. Kerfoot’s surviving family consists 
of his widow, two daughters—Mrs. Frank- 
lin Beckwith and Alice Kerfoot—and two 
sons—Samuel H. Kerfoot Jr. and John Bar- 
rett Kerfoot, who now is a resident of New 
York City. The funeral will be from St. 
James’ Episcopal Church, Cass and Huron 
streets, of which Mr. Kerfoot was a mem-

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SAYS PUTNAM MURDERED MISS COLLIKS 


Kentucky Detectives Deve lop a New 
Theory Regarding the Double 
Tragedy at Boston. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 28.—{Special .}--On the 
morning of Dec. 12 Miss May L. Collins and 
Samuel P. Putnam, Free- were 
found dead in each other’s arms in a room 
of the apartment house at No. 47 St. Botolph 
street, at which place the woman had been 
rooming about a week. An examination of 
the death chamber disclosed an open gas- 
burner, through which the fumes had es- 
caped and supposedly asphyxiated the oc- 
cupants. On the table by the was a bot- 
tle half filled with whisky several 
ounces of “ benedictine,” and it was argued 
by some that these spirits were pertinent 
factors in the tragedy. 

Despite the verdict of the medical exam. 
iner that the victime were killed by acci- 
dental gas poisoning the police looked upon 
the e as a double suicide. 

lt now appears that two private detectives 
are in town looking for evidence with which 
they hope to destroy every theory heretofore 
advanced in connection with this remarka- 
ble tragedy. The brother of Miss Collins 
and her friends in Midway, Ky., are re- 
sponsible for the presence of these de- 
tectives in Boston. 

In the first place they hope to prove that 
Miss Collins did hot commit suicide. They 
expect to whow by evidence that the was 
murdered by the man whom she regarded 
as her best friend. Already, they say, they 
have a mass of circumstantial and direct 
evidence which will demonstrate pretty 
clearly that Putnam drugged hw partner 
and then turned on the gas and laid down 
to die with the girl he loved but could not 
marry. 

The detectives from Lexingten wil show 
in good time, they say, that it was @ case 
of deliberate murder and suicide—that Put- 
nam, old man that he was, loved the girl, 
and, knowing that she could never be his 
wife, determined that she should accom- 
pany him to eternity. 

The medical examiner, despite the suspi- 
cious circumstances about the affair, de- 
cided not t6 hold an autopsy. Had an au- 
topsy been held Miss Collins would not have 
been proclaimed a suicide, 
Kentucky aver. 

The detectives do not place any credence 
in Mr. Collins’ assertion that his sister was 
murdered for the diamonds she intrusted to 
Putnam just before she left Chicago. 

Miss Collins was considered eccentric and 
upon free thought she was a monomaniac.

Her experiences during the 
last eight years have made her a philoso- 
pher, however, and she intends to make the 
most of her opportunities for entertain- 
ing during the closing months of her hus- 
band’s administration. With a view, there- 
fore, to making her last social season a 
memorable one, breakfasts, luncheons, din- 
ners, suppers, and receptions innumerable 
are to be crowded into the few weeks that 
will intervene between now and the 4th of 
March, 1897.

| RUSSELL’S PART IS FINE. 


“A BACRELOR’S ROMANCE,” AT THE 
GRAND, HAS WEAK POINTS IN IT. 


Play Is Just One Act Too Long and 
Art Is Sacrificed to an Apparent 
Desire to Please the Audience with 
a Happy Ending—Star Has It All His 
Own Way—Women of the Company 
Are Above the Average in Point of 
Ability. j 


OL SMITH RUS- 
SELL is deservedly 
a great favorite with 
Chicago audiences, 
and it is a pleasure 
to see him actina 
kind of play, but in 
the present instance 
he has obtained a 
vehicle for his art 
which is certainly 
sufficient as far as 
his own share in the 
performance is con- 
cerned. For the 
rest of the new com- 
edy by Miss Martha Morton it is impossible 
to say as much. It is chiefly a matter of 
endings. - Roughly speaking, the play is ex- 
actly one act too long, and as the whole per- 
formance lasted considerably over three 
hours the excision of one act out of four 
would be a great blessing. When the cur- 
tain drops at the end of the third act the 
interest in the different characters has been 
carried to the highest pitch, the emotions 
are thoroughly aroused, and the situation 
is artistic. Whatever follows must be in 


‘the way of an anti-climax. The play wae

If it is necessary to please the Philistine 
and arrive at a proper state of cannubial 
bliss for all parties concerned, then I sup- 
pose something must be done; but whatever 
it is it must constitute a weak ending; and 
certainly Miss Morton has not risen to the 
occasion. She marries off her couples in the 
fourth act, after a good deal of wholly un- 
necessary palaver, in a way that would have 
done credit to Henry Byron or any other 
writer of the *“‘ Cup and Saucer” school in 
the’60s As for the story itself it reminds

which Mr. John Drew has achieved sucha 
success, although the locale of the tale is 
entirely different. In both cases, however, 
there is a young girl, presumably in love 
with a young man, and there is an older man 
of 40. or thereabouts who has a far stronger 
and more amiable character, and who has it 
in his power to cut out his young rival. In 
“Rosemary” he withstands the tempta- 
tion, in Miss Norton’s play he doesn’t, and 
that is all the difference. Of course our 
sympathies are with David Holmes, the 
elder man in this play, and they are bound 
to be so if only because the part is played 
by Mr. Sol Smith Russell. Consequently if 
the play stopped at the end of the third act, 
where David Holmes joins the young couple’s 
hands and goes back wearily to his 
work as a literary editor — and from 
an artistic point of view this is 
the only proper ending—we should 
nevertheless leave the theater with a very 
bad taste in our mouths and susplciously 
humid eyes. 

Now the average playgoer does not want 
to be sent empty away. He would rather be 
suffused with a warm feeling of bouryeois 
happiness towards the end of the evening. 
Consequently Miss Martha Morton, writing 
as she does for the average playgoer, scat- 
ters art to the winds and makes for respect- 
ability and the cheerful fireside. Doubtless 
she is right. It is better to serve the mam- 
mon of Philistinism than to starve in the 
pursuit of higher things. 

Of course, there is this to be said for Miss 
Morton in “A Bachelor’s Romance.”’ She 
cannot, without being convicted of’ cruelty 
to young and innocent girls, do such a 
wicked thing as to hand over Sylvia, the 
heroine, to such an unmitigated young cub 
as Harold Reynolds, her more youthful 
lover. We are willing to sacrifice a good 
deal for art, but we could not permit Sylvia, 
who, as played by Miss Bertha Creighton, is 
really a very nice young girl indeed, to be 
delivered over to the rising young author 
who looks like a harmless lunatic and 
dresses like a third-rate bookmaker. If we 
have anything against David Holmes 
it is ‘that he should give the $10,000 prize to 
such an imbecile. 

The second act, of which the scene is laid 
in a fashionable drawing-room after dinner, 
might be good if the dialogue were differ- 
ent. It gives an opportunity for smart 
writing such as we get from the pen of 
Pinero or Jones, but can hardly expect from 
Miss Morton. She is not in her element and 
her lines come awkwardly, as if from an 
amateur. Indeed, all through the play the 
action drags whenever Mr. Russell is off 
the stage. That is the worst of a star actor: 
his art—which, in Mr. Russell's case, is of 
the highest order—completely overshadows 
the efforts of his inferior colleagues. 

The ladies nm the cast are good enough. 
Miss Creighton makes a winning Sylvia, 
though she fails at times to read her lines 
intelligently, while Miss Beatrice Moreland 
is a vivacious and good-looking woman of 
the world. Nor must we forget Miss Fanny 
Addison Pitt, who is an excellent comedi- 
enne in older parts. 

For the men the least said the better. Mr. 
Arthur Forrest as a man of the world was 
passable at times, but Mr. Addison Pitt’s 
rendering of the part of Harry Reynolds was 
as poor as anything could be.

The 
manufacturer needed the old duty of 20 per 
cent ad valorem or its specific equivalent 
of five cents an ounce. 

Wages and Quinine. : 

Mr. McMillan asked if before quinine ha 
been placed on the free list Powers & Weight- 
man and two or three other firms had not 
monopolized the business in the United 
States. 

Mr. A. H. Jones, speaking for Powers & 
Weightman, said that firm had been the 
first to manufacture the article ih the United 
States, consequently had controlled the deal- 
ing in native products for a time, with Rosen- 
garten.& Sons, another pioneer firm.

Cahaba Bridge Disaster Dies at a 
Hospital—Two Others Missing. 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec, 28.—The death list 
from yesterday's wreck at Cahaba River, 
whereby a Birmingham mineral train 
dropped through a bridge 110 feet nigh 
on the Southern railway, appears now to 
be twenty-four. This includes the death of 
W. D. Rast, a bridge foreman, who was 
killed in a second wreck, which resulted 
from a collision of *construction trains at 
the scene of the first disaster six hours after 
the bridge catastrophe. . ‘ 

Twenty-one bodies were taken from Ca- 
haba River, and since then it has been ascer- 
tained that 8. W. Tibbs and wife, who 
boarded the ill-fated train at Gurnee for 
‘Adger, are missing. Tibbs and his wife had 
been on a visit to the latter’s father, residing 
near Gurnee. They went to Gurnee early 
yesterday morning and boarded the train. 
Pyrce then nothing has been seen onheard 

them, so far as can be ascertained. * Their 
bodies were not found in the wreck, and their 
absence can only. be accounted for by the 
fact that they must have been burned up in 
the wreck. 

Andrew Bryson of Blocton, one of the in- 
jured passehgers, died at a hospital in this 
city tonight. Bryson was frightfully man- 
gied and burned. . 

Several persons from Blocton who were 
eanly on the scene of the wreck still declare 
that twenty-seven bodies were taken out of 


the river and that the railroad authorities 


are still mistaken in the number killed. The 
Blocton people seem to think that several] 
bodies were taken away by friends before the 
relief train left on its return trip with the 
dead and wounded, The railroad ‘officials, 
however, are firm in this statement ‘hat only 
twenty-one corpses were recovered. 
say all rts to,the contrary are to their 
minds wild rumors. 

The fact still remains, nevertheless, that 
it is and always will be imposaible to know 
just how many passepgers were on the train 
and who they were or where they were going.

Norton of the Niagara Falls Paper com- 
pany, the assignment of whose flour milling 


 dnterests on Saturday had a good deal to do 


with the enforced liquidation of the Atlas, 
being on its books for $80,000, and the Van 
Nortwicks for $300,000. In each éase it is 
said the money borrowed was used in the 
paper business, which, it is said, has not been 
of the best for some time past, competition 
causing a cut in prices. 

The Van Nortwicks probably are the most 
extensive paper manufacturers im the West, 
and the ramifications of their business ex- 
tend all over the Western country. Had it 
not been for the spreading out in this direc- 
tion, it is thought, the crash of yesterday 
would have been avoided. 

The Appleton Paper and Palp company and 
the Kaukauna Paper company, under which 
names all of the Van Nortwick paper in- 
terests in the Fox River Valley are consoli- 


dated, constituted one of the strongest pa- 


er combinations ever formed. The com- 

ination included the Appleton Paper and 
Pulp company. Kaukauna Paper company, 
Combined Lock Papgr company, Wisconsin 
Sulphite Atiber company, and Union Pulp 
company. These companies are combined 
under one management for the manufact- 
ure. of book, print, manilla, and express 
papers, sulphite, and wood pulp, and do an 
immense business in these special lines. 
The main office of the companies is !n Ap- 
pleton. 

The Appleton Paper and Pulp company 
was incorporated in 1873 and has a capital 
of $150,000. The buildings burned a few 
years a and were never rebuilt.

The Combined Lock company, which was 
etated to be worth $900,000 several years ago, 
never has made money, and in the opinion 
of experts would today not bring anything 
near that figure.

GREEN PUTS ASSETS AT $1,000,000. 


Attorney Thinks Liabilities Will Not 
Exceed £500,000. 

A. W. Green of the firm of Green, Robbins 
& Honoré, ww are attorneys for the Van 
Nortwicks, said last evening: 

“The assignment was wholly voluntary 
and was due to the desire of the Messrs. Van 
Nortwick to avoid more serious consequences 
as a result of the liquidation of the Atlas 
National Bank. Naturally they expected a 
run on their Batavia bank, and this might 
have been disastrous. 

“ While I do not know the exact figures, 
for they could not be obtained at the time the 
general assignment papers were made out 
in my office today, I believe their assets 
amount to fully $1,000,000. Their liabilities 
cannoi possibly exceed $400,000 or $500,000 at 
the most. I firmly believe they will pay 100 
cents on the dollar and have $500,000 left. 
But they must havetime. That is the whole 
reason for the assignment. They have not 
the ready money to meet certain pressing 
claims, and these are the times when hard 
cash talks. p= 

“The property of the Van Nortwicks is 
very extensive and is scattered in a great 
number of enterprises. Besides their bank- 
ing interests they have a great amount of 
Teal estate in Kane County and in various 
parts of Wisconsin. Then they have much 
stock in manufactories. They own a good 
Share of the Appleton paper mills at Apple- 
ton, Wis., and in the Van Nortwick mills at 
Batavia, and also in the Combined Lock Mills 
on the Fox River. 

“But none of this property is in a com- 
mercial shape. The closing of the Atlas 
Bank, to which they seem to have oweda 
large sum of money, has compelled them at 
once to raise money or be forced to the wall. 
However, now that they have assigned, it 
will be possible to realize on their property, 
if it is properly managed. Thecreditors are 
certainly well protected.” 


ATLAS HAS 8300,000 OF PAPER. 


Loans of Van Nortwick’s Secured by 
Appleton, Wis., Paper Mill. 

Isaac G. Lombard, President of the Na- 
tional Bank of America and Chairman of 
the Executive committee of the Clearing- 
House, is the trustee for the Atlas National 
Bank. He had not heard of the failure of 
the Van Nortwicks, but said he had expect- 
ed it would be inevitable after the liquida- 
tion of the Atlas. He said: 

“The failure of the Van Nortwick bank 
will not affect the Atlas National Bank. It 
Was expected the Van Nortwicks would fail, 
but there should be nothing in this to affect 
the Atlas.’’ 

“It is understood the Van Nortwicks had 
loans of $300,000 with the Atlas?”’ 

“That is about the amount, I believe.” 

“Are these loans fully secured?’ 

“The loans of the Van Nortwicks are se- 
cured by the bonds of the paper mills at 
Appleton, Wis. I do not know how good 
these bonds are. They were not considered 
worth the full amount of the loan, but they 
Are worth a good part of it at least. The 
money due the depositors of the bank is 
secure, and that is all the public is particu- 
larly interested in. If there is any loss it will 
fall on the stockholders, and I do not know 
that there will be any loss for them to

STORY OF VAN NORTWICK FORTUNE. 
Hqw the Father Bullt Up Big Business 
and Left $5,000,000. 

John Van. Nortwick, the founder of the 
house, was born in Washington County, N. 
Y., on April 5, 1809. He came West with his 
Wife and two children! 1846 and located in 
Batavia, where he live be rest of his life. 
He engaged in railroa wilding. He was 
Placed in charge of the construction of the 
old Galena road, the pioneer in that part of 
the State. Under his care the road was 


built from Chicago to Freeport and Turner 


Junction, and from Turner Junction on to 
Fulton on the Mississippi River. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail-

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road was then being constructed from Tur- 
ner Junction to Aurora” Mr. Van Nortwick 
was made Consulting Engineer, and heki 
that position for eight years. After the ex- 
tension of the Burlington and Quincy he be- 
came President and held that office for eight 
years. When he first became connected with 
that corporation it was a small affair. When 
he left it it was on the road to being one of the 
great railroad corporations of the country. 

When Mr. Van Nortwick came to IMinois 
he had $3,000 In gold, the result of his sav- 
ings, and a large sum of money for invest- 
ing in mill lands and water power at Ba- 
tavia and elsewhere. While building the 
mills at Batavia he interested a number of 
Kastern capitalists in the enterprise. On 
the completion of the mill he began to manu- 
facture flour, and for some time Chicago got 
its supply largely from the Batavia mills. 

Mr, Van Nortwick was also founder and 
one of the large stockholders in the Ba- 
tavia Paper company, now the Van Nort- 
wick Paper company, of which he became 
sole owner in 1869. It was made a joint 
stock company in 1870, and is one of the 
largest paper manufactories in the West. 
Owing to changes in the paper trade the 
manufacture of news and book paper has 
been discontinued ag the old plant, where 
the manufacture of paper bags on a large 
scaie is carried on. 

After he had made a success of the paper 
industry at Batavia Mr. Van Nortwick went 
to-the Fox River region in Wisconsin, where 
he purchased a large amount of timber 
land and erected several plants, which since 
his death have been still further extended 
by his sons. 

The interests of the clder Van Nortwick 
extended to nearly everything in Kane 
County, and he was one of the largest stock- 
holders in several banks at Aurora, Elgin. 
and other points. He practically owned the 
First National Bank at Aurora, and was 
reputed to hold stock in every other bank 
in the city. . 

Mr. Van Nortwick built the Episcopal 
Church in Batavia and donated it to the 
congregation. On his death he willed $10,- 
000 to the church for its maintenance. 

When Mr. Van Nortwick died, in 1890, he 
Was reputed to be worth $5,000,000. He 
left only the two sons. Outside of a be- 
quest of $125,000 to the children of Amos 
Burton in Batavia and a few minor lega- 
cies the entire fortune went to the two sons, 
who have since managed it. Even the Bur- 
ton legacies were placed in their hands for 
administration. 

Since taking the reins the sons have large- 
ly extended the business left them by their 
father. These extensions have beet largely 
at*Appleton, Wis., but much has been done 
at Batavia and Kankakee. They also began 
the manufacture of wooden butter plates 
at Memphis, Tenn., under the title of the 
Memphis Woodenware company. They are 
also interested in the Aurora cotton mills. 
The brothers own the stock in the Aurora 
banks. 


HERBERT 8S. NORTON GOES UNDER. 
His Failure Entails a Loss on Farmers 
Along the Drainage Canal. 

Down the drainage canal financial mat- 
ters have taken a serious turn for the farm- 
ers who intrusted their money to firms who 
acted as bankers for them. The failure of 
the Nortons at Lockport on Saturday was 
followed yesterday by the assignment of 
Herbert 8S. Norton, who was a dealer in 
milk and general merchandise at Lemont. 
Judgments were entered up in the County 
Court for some $7,000 against Norton, of 
which amount $4,700 was due John L. Nor- 
ton of the Lockport milling firm. Another 
judgment was in favor of Mabel Norton 
for $1,355. Frank W. Welch was appoint- 

ed assignee. 

The liabilities were placed at $30,000 and 
the assets at $20,000. 

Farmers in the surrounding country have 
claims amouting to $10,000 for money loaned 
to Norton, and the Swedes of the neighbor- 
hood have $5,000 owed to them. Norton paid 
7 per cent on these loans. Other indebt- 
edness is to wholesale houses in Chicago. 

It was asserted on the streets at Lemont 


“last night that Norton would not pay at 


best over 25 cents on thedollar and some 
creditors were predicting they would not 
get over 10 cents. There was much excite- 
ment among the farmers who had come 
into town on hearing the news of the failure 
and the feeling against Norton was intense. 


ATLAS PAYING OFF DEPOSITORS. 


Bank Hopes to Clear Up That Part of 
Its Business by Jan. 1. 

The Atlas National Bank went to the bot- 
tom of the financial sea yesterday morning 
with scarcely a ripple on the surface to mark 
the spot where it had been. Outside of one 
allied institution the foundering of the bank 
had but little effect. Of course, there was 
some excitement in financial circles, but so 
fully had the sinking of the bank been dis- 
counted in banking circles that there was 
not the slightest evidence of a panic. Ru- 
mors*found credence, however, which would 
have gone unheeded at other times, but they 
quickly were proved to be groundless. 

By the coming of the new year the Atlas 
National will be wholly eliminated from the 
world of finance except as it may concern 
the Clearing-House and the stockholders. 

About $118,000 was paid out to depositors 
yesterday, and the clerks were working until 
long after midnight last night preparing for 
the rush of depositors again today. About 
one-quarter of the country banks which kept 
their accounts at the Atlas had them trans- 
ferred to other banks before night. Small 
depositors were paid directly at the old bank 
as soon as their books were balanced, but 
larger ones were given checks on the Na- 
tional Bank of America, where they were 
honored. 

Hope to Pay All by Jan. 1. 

“We hope by the new year to have all de- 
positors paid up,” Cashier Stone _ said. 
“There has been a,steady stream all day 
here getting accounts balanced. We have 
earnestly requested all depositors to draw 
out their money by Jan. 1, and trust they will 
do so.”’ 

‘‘ What will be done after the depositors 
are paid and the Clearing-House has been 
recouped for the funds now being extend- 
ed?’’ Mr. Stone was asked. ne 

“That still is undecided. The old officers 
of the bank may then take charge of the 
assets for the benefit of stockholders\r a 
receiver may be asked for. We have not 
paid much attention to that feature, mainly 
because everything the bank has passed into 
the hands of the trustees of the Clearing- 
House and will remain there until the $6vv,- 
000 advanced by the Clearing-House banks 
has been repaid.”’ 

Mr. Stone cordially approved as least ex- 
pensive the plan for the liquidation of the 
bank’s liabilities in the manner adopted by 
the Clearing-House. 

Lombard Reviews the Situation. 

‘We cannot tell by $50,000 how we are 
coming out with the assets of the Atlas,”’ 
said President Lombard of the National 
Bank of America, who was made trustee for 
the Clearing-House. ‘ We are getting its 
affairs wound up as fast as possible, and will 
then begin to collect in the paper held by it. 
As soon as we.collect in the amount ad- 
vanced we will return the balance of the 
assets to the bank’s officials and retire from 
any further connection with it. Weare un- 
able as yet to make any estimate of how 
long thie will be.”’ ‘ 

“Ts the Clearing-House now sitting on any 
other bank?’ was bluntly asked Mr. Lom- 
ei we have no occasion to In the 
meeting for the relief of the Af .s every 
bank agreed without hesitancy to advance 
its share of the funds needed for the liquida- 
tion of that bank’s Habilities. If any had 
been in serious need of funds they would not 
have been able to send up their share. All 

banks are all right.”’ 
Orns President of one bank, about which 
rumors have been flying around for several 
days, told a member of the Clearing-House 
yesterday that he had 65 per cent of his de- 
posits now in cash in the bank's vaults. 
Business-Men on the Causes. 

‘* A business-man who has been a custom- 
er of the Atlas since its organization and 
has been close to its management said yes- 
The trouble with the Atlas National has 
been the result of several causes. First of 
all, it was largely the personal property of 
President Grannis. He ran its affairs and 
would not brook aid from other men. For 
two years Mr. Grannis has been a sick man. 
Mr. Stone, the aashier, is not in good health. 
While other institutions are pushing out 
in every direction for desirable business the 
Atlas National did nothing. Its location 
was bad for the general public, and, occu- 
pying no particular place in the financial 
world, the bank had entered upon a career 
which was bound to have brought about its 
end sooner or later from*“dry rot, if nothing 
else. During the closing year the bank did 
not make a dollar and was frequently 
forced to carry its money in its vaults for 
lack of desirable borrowers. 

“Since the Atlas passed the heyday of its 
activity several large banking corpora- 
tions have entered its fleld and practically 
crowded it out. The steady withdrawal of 
deposits all this year was not due so much 
to a suspicion that the bank was not all 
right as to the fact that customers were 
being attracted to other banks anc moved 
their accounts.”’ 

This story was told of the withdrawal of 
the funds of the County Treasurer soon after

the failure of the National Bank of Illinois: 


Mr. Stone was sitting at his desk, when he 
was told that County Treasurer Kocher- 
sperger wanted to talk withhim. Mr. Stone 
went to the telephone. 

** How much money can you let me have to- 
day?’’ asked the County Treasurer. 

Now there is said to have been an agree- 
ment that not over $50,000 of the county 
funds should be drawn out a week, and the 
question rather startled the cashier. 

‘How much do you want?” asked Mr. 
Stone. 

*“ All I can get.” 

For several days the run on the bank had 
been met with unflinching pravery, but this 
demand was a knockout blow. 

Mr. Stone thought a minute. 

‘We can give you $400,000 tomorrow,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ and the balance in a few days. You 
had better come over and we can talk about 


The story of what happened after the 
county funds were withdrawn was told in 
Tup TRIBUNE of yesterday. A minute’s 
conversation over the telephone ended all 
hope. 

Worry for Small Depositors. 


With the depositors all paid, the only con- 
cern now is with the large number of small 
stockholders who had put their money into 
the Atlas as a perfectly safe investment, 
from which they were certain of quarterly 
returns. Neither the officers of the bank nor 
the trustee would venture any prediction as 
to the way they weretocome out. Directors 
insisted most strenuously that the loans to 
the Van Nortwick enterprise at Appleton, 
Wis., was as good as money, with a little 
time to make a turn. This loan was for 
$300,000. Really bad and worthless paper 
was not heavy in the bank’s assets, it was 
asserted, and with time all practically could 
be collected. On the other hand, some con- 
servative bankers felt certain that consider- 
able bad stuff had accumulated, and by the 
time affairs were all wound up the capital 
stock might be gretty well dissipated.

SAVINGS DECLINES 


DIME HELP. 
Bank Directors Meet and Decide They 
Need No Assistance from Friends. 
Directors of the Dime Savings Bank, No. 
104 Washington street, held an informal 
meeting yesterday for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the condition of financial affairs. 
Present at the meeting were a number of 
influential friends of the bank, who attend- 
ed to volunteer aid of a substantial charac- 
ter, should it be decided that anything of 

the kind was necessary. 

The showing made by the officers of the 
institution, however, was such that it was 
unnecessary to accept these offers of assist- 
ance. The bank is still working under the 
ninety-day rule, but it Is explained this is 
as much for the safety of the depositors as 
for the bank. 

Directors say they are certain that in a 
few days all feeling of uneasiness among the 
depositing class will have passed away and 
the former conditions of confidence be re- 
stored. 


ATLAS’ AFFAIRS PLEASE ECKELS. 


Controller of the Currency Considers 
the Situation Gratifying. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[{Special.]— 
* Action taken by the Atlas Bank directors 
relative to winding up the affairs of that 
institution is by no means unusuwual,”’ said 
Controller Eckels this evening, “‘ for, during 
1896, nearly two score national banks took 
advantage of the statutory provision per- 
mitting them to go out of business aftera 
two-thirds vote of the shareholders. Any 
association may go into liquidation and be 
closed by the vote of its shareholders, own- 
ing two-thirds of the stock, After this vote 
is taken, however, it is the duty of the Board 
of Directors to cause notice to this effect to 
be certified to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency stating that the association is closing 
up its affairs and to notify holders of notes 
and other creditors to present claims against 
the association for payment. 

“Tt must then be made satisfactory tothe 
Controller of the Currency that the institu- 
tion is soivent and in a condition to meet 
these demands before any definite action can 
be taken. All these preliminaries have been 
complied with by the directors of the Atlas 
National pee and their showing must 
have been reassuring to the Clearing-House 
committee of Chicago or else it would have 
not been given desired assistance, 

‘‘From what I can learn of the condition 
of affairs in this institution, depositors will 
be paid every cent of indebtedness upon 
the presentation of their passbooks or other 
claims against the bank. 

‘* All told the liabilities of the Atlas are 
in the neighborhood of $1,100,000, while the 
assets, including loans and discounts, will 
approximate $1,600,000, Its capital stock 
is $700,000, and, according to the Iatest re- 
port of the examiner, there was a surplus 
of $185,000. After paying all the creditors 
in full the assets, many of which may be 
termed ‘slow,’ will be devoted to the 
shareholders, and they undoubtedly will get 
dollar for dollar when the affairs of this 
institution are finally closed. Whoever is 
put in charge of the bank must be selected 
by the stockholders, whose agent he will 
be. In this respect he differs from a re- 
ceiver, 11 whose selection the s!.. reholders 
have no part. 

‘*In plain terms, voluntary liquidation by 
a bank means the same thing asa merchant 
retiring from a business which he is satis- 
fied will no longer pay him to continue. 
This was the case with thirty-seven nation- 
al banks, exclusive of the Atlas, during 
1896, their capital stock being $3,745,000 and 
circulation $1,262,815. Their business fell 
off and it was decided to close them up, Just 
as the directors of the Atlas have done with 
their institution. 

‘That is all there is to this matter of 
voluntary liquidation, and inasmuch as the 
bankers of Chicago have come to the aid 
of the Atlas so promptly, and after a thor- 
ough investigation of its assets, it speaks 
well for the prospects of the depositors and 
other creditors of the bank that this condi- 
tion of affairs exists.’’

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TALK OVER THE TREATY. 


SECRETARY OLNEY AND AMBASSA- 
DOR PAUNCEFOTE CONFER. 


Minister Andrade and James J. Stor- 
row, Counsel for Venezuela, Also 
See the British Envoy—Result of the 
Conference Not Made Public, but 
It In Believed Several New Phases 
of the Case Were Discussed—Extra 
Session at Caracas Not Likely. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—Secrgtary 
Olney left the State Department at 12 o’ clock 
today and went direct to the British Em- 
bassy, where he had a long conference, by 
appointment, with Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the British Ambassador, relative to the 
status of the Venezuelan settlement and the. 
general treaty of arbitration between the 
Unitgd States and Great Britain. Mr. Ol- 
ney’s call followed the arrival of Minister 
Andrgde of Venezuela and James J. Storrow, 
counse! in the Venezuelan case, who reached 
Washington late last evening. 

The results of the conference were guarded 
with the usual secrecy which prevails at 
meetings between the Secretary and the Am- 
bassador, but there is good reason to be- 
lieve it was the occasion for going over sev- 
eral new phases of the Venezuelan question 
which have developed with the return of the 
officials from Caracas. 

The officials themselves are extremely reti- 
cent, and will say only in general terms that 
the prospect of an acceptance of the settle- 
ment by Venezuela is good. It is urder- 
stood, however, that there are important 
limitations to this acceptance, which appear 
to make the case less hopeful of an immedi- 
ate and satisfactory conclusion than has

Extra Session in Venezuela. 
When the settlement was made in Wash- 


that an extra session would be called im- 
mediately by President Crespo. Messrs. An- 
drade and Storrow left for Caracas to urge 
President Crespo and the government au- 
thorities to secure an immediate acceptance. 
On arriving at Caracas Mr. Andrade cabled 
Secretary Olney that President Crespo would 
call an extra session. This was received 
with satisfaction at the State Department 
as an evidence that Venezuela would act 
promptly. Since then, however, no call for 
an extra session has been issued. 

It has developed also that a strong senti- 
ment existed against an extra session, com- 
ing only a short time before the regular ses- 
sion of Feb. 20. As thirty days must elapse 
after the notice of an extra session the Con- 
gress could not possibly convene before Feb. 
1 or thereabouts. Under these circum- 
stances it is practically settled that there 
will be no-extra session, but that the regular 
session will be advanced twenty days under 
a custom prevailing in Venezuela. The 
Congress meets for two months, according 
to the law, but usually it has been extended 
twenty days beyond two months. 

There-appears also to be much question 
as to the nature of Venezuela’s acceptance. 
President Crespo and the government au- 
thorities have expressed satisfaction with 
the general results of the settlement so far 
as they secured arbitration, yet they have 
not expressed official approval of all the de- 
tails of the settlement. On the contrary, 
there seems to be an earnest desire at 
Caracas for more exact information on the 
terms of the treaty between Venezuela and 
Great Britain. 


Expectations Not Realized. 


The general expectation was that Vene- 
zuela would first accept the proposed method 
of settlement. Then diplomatic relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela would 
follow as a matter of course. When these 
relations were reéstablished the British Min- 
ister at Caracas could readily take up the 
negotiations of the proposed arbitration 
treaty. At present, however, there is no dis- 
position to await the gradual maturing of 
this complete treaty, and it is little short of 
settled that the treaty will have to be forth- 
coming, and all the incidental negotiations 
closed, before the desired Venezuelan ratifi- 
cation is secured. 

In official and diplomatic circles there con- 
tinues to be a satisfactory and hopeful view 
taken of the situation. It Is felt that all 
obstacles will be cleared away in time, and 
there is a disposition to minimize obstacles 
as being under the head of minor details. At 
the same time the practical abandonment 
of the extra session of the Venezuelan Con- 
gress and the disposition to close all negotia- 
tions on the final treaties before an accept- 
ance is given, do not increase the prospects 
of a speedy conclusion of the case. 

On the question of general arbitration be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
Mr. Olney and Sir Juliam have made their 
final draft of the treaty, and it is in the hands 
of Lord Salisbury, awaiting his approval. 

No doubt exists of its approval, and it Is 
expected to come daily. It had not arrived 
when Mr. Olney conferred with the Ambas- 


sador today. 
STAMBULOFF’S REAL-~ MURDERERS. 


His Widow <Apears in Court and 
Creates a Sensation. 

Sofia, Dec. 28.—Mme. Stambuloff, widow 
of the murdered ex-Premier of Bulgaria, 
whose alleged assassins are on trial here, 
made a short but impassioned speech yes- 
terday before the mixed tribunal which fs 
hearing the case. Mme. Stambuloff, when 
the trial was begun, declined to atfend, but 
in response to repeated requests she attend. 
ed the sitting of the court yesterday heavily 
veiled. When her name was called a deep 
silence fell upon the assemblage. The wid- 
ow rose with great dignity, and, speaking in 
a voice shaking with emotion, she said: 

‘‘ You have insisted upon my presence and 
I am here. I have nothing to say because I 
do not see arraigned before your honcrable 
court those who are known to be the real 
assassins of my late husband. You know 
them, Mr. President. And you, too, Mr. Pro- 
curator-General. Is it not so? You know 
them, as all the world does. Where are they? 
I do not see them here.” 

Then with a gesture full of fire and indig- 
nation she exclaimed#pointing to the alleged 
murderers of her husband: 

‘ Acquit these miserable people. 

‘‘Summon before you the really guilty 
men, who are at present the government. I 
have nothing to add and I will now with- 
draw.”’ 

This accusation from the widow of the 
great Bulgarian statesman, known as the 
Bismarck of Bulgaria, made a deep impres- 
sion upon the audience, which was composed 
of people belonging to the higher ranks of 
society. 

The presiding Judge and Procurator-Gen- 
eral (public prosecutor, or counsel for the 
defense) were 80 unnerved by the terrible 
earnestness of the woman who thus forcibly 
denounced the methods employed in the trial 
of the alleged murderers of her husband that 
they were unable to puta single question to 
her and shyleft the court-room, a picture of 
grief, dentanding vengeance from a tribunal 
of which she knew so well that little or noth- 
ing could be expected. 

The address of Mme. Stambuloff is a mat- 
ter of general comment in the government 
newspapers today. But the keynote of their 
remarks, taken from the leading organ of 
the Ministry of Prince Ferdinand, is that 
the wife and friends of M. Stambuloff ought 
to have taken measures for the protection 
of the man who, declared the government 
newspapers, either labored under menial de- 
rangement or was “ so convinced of hisown 
misdeeds that he sought death’ in the 


streets.’’ 


SUBSIDENCE OF A BOG DOES DAMAGE 


Most Extraordinary Occurrence iz 
Ireland—Ten People Are Missing. 

Dublin, Dec. 28.—The subsidence of the/bog 
near Castlé Island, County Kerry, which 
occurred this afternoon, seems to have been 
an extraordinary affair. There were terrible 
storms through the night and about 3 o’clock 
in the morning the people of the district were 
alarmed by an unusual rumbling, which they 
feared was caused by an earthquake. 

The bog, which was believed to be thirty 
feet deep, and which had long supplied the 
whole neighborhood with peat, was moved 
for several! miles along an old water course, 
filling a quarry twenty feet deep on the way, 
flooding the rivers of the country with peat 
water, and doing a deal of damage. 

At the Donelly homestead ten persons have 
completely disappeared, leaving no trace.

DR. PATZER’S QUEER LIFE. 


FLORIDA DOCTOR FOUND DEAD WITH | 
HIS WIFE WAS A CHICAGOAN., 


Old Physician Lived Here Until Last 
January, When He Went to the 
South—Had an Office in Englewood, 
but Went South with Mrs. Patzer, 
Who Was an Invalid—The Two 
Bodies Are Dug Out of the Ruins 
of His Home. 


Dr. John 8S. Patzer, the Florida physician, 


, who with his wife ended life so tragically 


last week, lived an obscure, mysterious life 
in Chicago for several years. His friends 
here in all their acquaintance with him 
simply learned that he was of Polish and 
probably of noble birth. 

The manner of his death shocked them 
greatly. He and his wife left here last Jan- 
uary, bound for Florida, whence they in- 
tended to return after a few months. 

Their farm of forty acres was three miles 
from Orlando. , Lately the 60-year-old man 
and his wife had not been seen often by the 
people thereabouts. Mrs. Patzer was taken 
fll finally and her life was given up on 
Thursday afternoon. On Friday morning 
the house was found burned to the ground, 
and the bodies of Dr. Patzer and his wife, 
lying side by side, were dug out from the 
ruins. A discharged revolver lay near the 
hand of the old man. The fire had dis-’ 
charged all the bullets save one, which pre- 
sumably sped the doctor’s death. The sur- 
roundings showed the couple were in desti- 
tute circumstances. 

Dr. Patzer, so far as known, came to Chi- 
cago eight years ago, and started the prac- 
tice of medicine in Archer avenue, near 
Twenty-second street. A few years after he 
went abroad and returned witha wife. Con-' 
sumption seized her, and in despair the two 
oo to Florida, where they purchased a 

arm. ; 

Three years ago they returned to Chicago, 
and a shingle was hung out at No. 6315 Hal- 
sted street. The doctor at this time had no 
intimate friends, and left for Florida. 

Two years ago Patzer returned again. He 
took up quarters for the second time with 
P. H. Bertemes in Halsted street. 

** He was a queer old man,” said Bertemes 
yesterday. “‘He came of a fine family; it 
was easy to see that. He wouldn't talk of 
his people, but we learned he came of a prom- 
inent old family. He made a few friends, 
who saw him through. He thought when 
he came here he would do well. But he 
didn’t, and he complained of that. 

‘* At another time the doctor thought he 
found @ paying thing tn a plant from which 
he found sugar could be extracted. Hespent 
all his money trying to get a patent, but he 
failed in this.

BANK FAILURES IN IMPROVING TIMES. 

There has been a great change for the 
better, financially as well as in other ways, 
since the 3d of November. Bank deposits 
have increased heavily in Chicago, as in ‘ 
other cities. Loans have increased also. 
Gold has come from abroad, and has come 
out of its hiding places at home. The 
Treasury reserve is gaining slowly instead 
of loging rapidly. There are more men at 
work in the factories than there were two 
months ago. Hence the shopkeepers are 
doing better. - 

Yet in spite of this marked improvement 
in conditions two Chicago banks have 
closed thtir doors. One of them was the 
second largest in the city, with deposits 
amounting to 12 millions, The Bryanites 
are delighted with these two closures, They 
point to them as indications that there has 


been no improvement and assert there will 


be none. 

The signs of better times would have been 
more abundant had the election been held 
in the spring instead of the fall. Winter 
brings with it in northern climates a cessa- 
tion of labor in many branches of industry. 
The building trades, for instance, are in-

The Atlas was not hs badly managed as 
the other bank, but it loaned too much to 
two or three individuals. It put too many 
of its eggs in one basket, That is always 
unwise and is peculiarly so when times are 
hard. But the bank would bave kept on 
and have been a money-making concern 
had it not been for an unspoken but none 
the less deadly lack of confidence concern- 
ing it. ‘ 

Depositors gradually began withdrawing 
their money and the bank began Yo suffer 
from anmmia. <A year ago the deposits 
were $3,200,000. Twelve days ago they | 


he was not abusing the people of the United 
States hé*was apologizing for them with in- 
tolerable insinuations, and he succeeded ad- 
mirably in alienating the sympathies of his 
own people, whom he presumed to scorn, 
and in currying favor with the British aris- 
tocracy. 

In a short time Mr. McKinley will assume 
the Presidency, and will send an American 
to replace Mr. Bayard, so that it is time 
for him to begin to think about his future.

He then can 
bend the knee as a subject of the grand- 
daughter of that King George against whom 
his ancestor rebelled in 1776, and he will 
feel thoroughly at home away from the peo- 
ple of America, whom he affects to despise. 
He may not hope to achieve the distinction 
of Astor when he is stripped of his repre- 
sentative importance, for he has not the 
cash and his superior quality of ancestry 
will not be of great value. But he will be 
at least among Englishmen as one of them, 
and that is where the péople of this country 
have reason to wish devoutly he may re- 
main.

CRISIS APPROACHING IN TURKEY. 

The situation in Turkey appears to be 
more strained at present than at any other 
time during the last year. The cable re- 
ports a meeting on Saturday between the 
Sultan and the Russian Ambassador, act- 
ing in concert with the Ambassadors of the 
other European nations, at which the Sul- 
tan “ positively refused his consent to any 
measure of control, financial or otherwise, 
by the péwers.”’ The Sultan is said to have 
closed his declaration with the significant 
remark: ‘“ I may be the last of the Caliphs, 
but I will never become a second Khedive.”, 
The importance of this stand taken by the 
Sultan is great, because it seems to create 
an issue that calls for decisive action by the 
powers, or else they must stand stultified 
before the world. / 

The Ambassador presented to the Sultan 
not a request, but a demand for a better 
administration of the affairs of the Turkish 
Empire. He was warned that if the reve- 
nues ceded to the government for the pay- 
ment of the Turkish debt were touched the 
European control of the finances of the 
empire would become inevitable. The Rus- 
sian Ambassador added that the Czar guar- 
anteed the Sultan’s personal safety and 
“engaged himself to maintain the Sultan’s 
supremacy in the event of severe measures 
being necessary on the part of the powers.”’ 
It was in answer to this statement, amount- 
ing in effect to an ultimatum, that the Sul- 
tan uttered his defiance. 

More than the usual credence must be 
given to this report because of dispatches 
that seem to substantiate it which have 
been received by the State Department at: 
Washington. Secretary Olney is said to be 
expecting an early crisis in the Turkish 
situation and President Cleveland hinted at 
the same thing in his recent message to 
Congress. ° The understanding at Wash- 
ington appears to be that Russia, England, 
and France are getting ready for combined 
action in case the Sultan refuses to accept 


vhis previous action in the Venezuela case. 
A year ago Mr. Cleveland vigorously af- 
firmed the Monroe doctrine to Great Britain, 


a nation infinitely stronger than Spain. | 


What followed? First, it called attention 
to our own lack of coast defenses. It se- 
cured a big appropriation for high-power 
guus and other appliances for defense. It 
secured a prominent increase of the navy 
in battleships, cruisers, and torpedo boats. 
Second, when Great Britain saw.that the 
United States was going to adopt the policy 
of courage she receded from her position 
and sagreed to an arbitration which un- 
doubtedly will give to Venezuela all that 
she can reasonably expect. — 

This is the policy which should be fol- 


lowed now--the policy of courage—and not | 


that advocated by stock gamblers calling 
themselves commercial bodies and petition- 
ing the government that nothing shdll be 
done which can irritate Spain. Had the 
policy of courage been followed a year 
ago the horrible war between Spain and 
Cuba would have been over long ago and 
no European power would have interfered, 
It is not too late fo follow it now and its 
necessity is even more emphatic. When 
Congress meets in extra session it should 
adopt that policy by promptly passing the 
Cameron resolution recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. It should follow this up 
by making an appropriation for more battle- 
ships and coast defenses. When this is 
done there will be no occasion to fear any 
foreign conspiracies, however threatening 
they may appear.

THE RUSSO-CHINESE SECRET TREATY. 

A dispatch from Berlin brings some inter- 
esting details of the Russo-Chinese secret 
treaty, which is undoubtedly only the first 
step in the partition of China. While tlhe 
dispatch is not exactly official, it probably 
represents pretty accurately the nature of 
the relations between China and the powers 
so far as division is concerned. ‘The propo- 


| sition dates back to the time when the Chi- 


hese were conquered by the Japanese. At 
that time the hint was given out that En- 
gland, Germany, France, and Russia might 
yartition China among themselves. En- 
gland, however, drew out of the agreement, 
and it temporarily fell through. 

It is evident now that the partition is on 
the tapis again and that Russia virtually has 
taken as her slice all the territdfy north of 
the Hoangho River, the largest though not 
the most valuable strip. .Germany has long 
been desiring an increase of colonial do- 
minion, but has found that most of the 
really valuable territory has been already 
preémpted. She will improve her oppor 
tunity, it is stated,.by taking the whole ter- 
ritory between the Hoangho and Yang-tse- 
Kiang Rivers, and a commercial expedition 
for that region has already been organized 
and will leave Bremen Jan. 27 to find out 
what advantages there will be for the Ger- 
man Empire. England will take the next 
strip south, between those of Germany and 
I’rance, including the valuable tea country. 
Irance will take the fourth strip, adjoining | 
the Indo-Chinese territory. 

Thus China, which has been unprogressive 
for forty. centuries, will be quartered up 
among four progressive Western powers, 
each securing in round numbers a hundred 
tnillion of new subjects to be imbued with

Served His Year’s Sentence Unawares. 

St. Louis Republic: That a man may be 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment and not 
serve a day was conclusively demonstrated 
last week in the United States District Court. 

About eighteen months ago John Casey and 
Maurice Sullivan were jointly indicted for an 
attempt to swindle the government by means 
of a frafidulent pension claim. 

Sullivan, after several months’ confine- 
ment in jail awaiting trial, was convicted 
Dec. 7, 1805. The evidence showed no guilt 
on Sullivan’s part, and proved him to be a 
gullible tool in the hands of others. Neither 
the’ court nor the United States Attorney 
considered Sullivan’s offense a heimous one, 
and as he had already guffered a term of im- 
prisonment sentence was suspended and Sul- 
livan was released on his personal recogniz- 
ance, Since that time Casey, who was never 
tried, escaped the jurisdiction of the court 
by leaving this wicked world, and in order 
to clear the docket Sullivan was called up 
for sentence. 

The sentence was one year’s imprisonment 
in the city jail from Dec. 7, 1895. Sullivan, 
who did not realize that he was a free man, 
his sentence having already expired, went 
all to pleces when the sentence was pro- 


nounced, and implored the Judge to have 


pity on his wife and children, whose only sup- 
port he was. P 

“You do not seem to understand,” said 
Judge Adams; “ the United States Attorney 
will explain the situation to you.”’

Three 
years ago the latter banks, notwithstanding 
their wealth and the alleged ability of their 
managers, had to take refuge behind clear- 
ing-house certificates.

But it is 
certain that the banks quit paying out 
money aml took to doing business in.certifi- 
cates.

BAYARD’S TURN NEXT. 

Since Americans are forced to endure the 
expatriation of William Waldorf Astor, 
with the probable transfer to the other side 
of all his goods and chattels, they ‘have rea- 
son to hope for the compensation that would 
be afforded if Thomas F, Bayard would 
similarly announce his formal alleziance to 
the Queen. Mr. Astor's accessio# naturally 
will be greeted with joy by the people of 
Great Britain, for when he has sold out his 
possessions in the United States he will add 
to the weaith of his adopted cofintry about 
$100,000,000, largely acquired by his great- 
grandfather, who was one of our most con- 
spicuous traders ih beaver skifis. It will 
be unnecessary for Mr. Astor to mention 
beaver skins and they will prove no barrier 
probably to his acquisition in the future of 
the daughter of a Marquis or Duke or some 
other titled personage to share in the ex- 
penditure of his fortune. 

There are many material and a host of 
esthetic reasons for regretting the perma- 
nent loss of Mr. Astor, but Mr. Bayard 
could be spared with an equanimity that 
might be termed joyful. Mr. Bayard is at 
present rounding out a term of four yeurs as 
Ambassador of the United States to the 
court of St. James, and the chief duty im- 
posed upon him by his oath and tradition 
was to be the sponsor for his country and 
his countrymen, to defend their interests 
and good repute always and steadfastly, 
and to be, in fact, their representative in all 
affairs that publicly or formally came to his 
attention, Mr. Bayard has displayed a 
lorily indifference to these little obliga- 
tions which has been somewhat amazing. 
He has persistently and consistently de- 
voted himself to lauding everything En- 


‘glish and decrying everything American.

If the crisis should come it is said.the 
policy of the State Department would be 
one of neutrality, but that “an American 
fleet would be on hand subject to the orders 
of Minister Terrell to guard the interests of 
American missionaries.” The State De 
partment declares that nothing has been 
heard from Ambassador Bayard on the 
subject, but that from other trustworthy 
sources it is learned that “ action is hkely 
to be taken at any time that will result in 
a serious war that will sweep away the 
last vestige of the Sultan's rule.” 

It is to be hoped that these prophecies 
may be verified and that the Sultan will 
continue to oppose the demands of the 
powers until they can be irrevocably com- 
mitted to decisive action. It has been 
demonstrated too often that the Sultan’s 
promises are worthless and that the powers 


are too prone to be lulled to sleep by a 


formal acquiescence to their demands, 
which subsequently is ruthlessly violated, 
The powers seem to have taken a long step 
forward in this last declaration and one 
which calls for action.

SPAIN’S CONSPIRACY TO COERCE THE 
UNITED STATES, 

A special cable from Madrid reports that 
a few months ago the Spanish Government 
prepared an appeal to the European powers 
against the United States, but was checked 
by the prompt action of the American Min- 
ister. The action was taken as long ago 
as last July, when the Spanish Minister ff 
Foreign Affairs held a conference with the 
six leading European Ambassadors. His 
purpose was to surprise this government 
with-a joint note. This note was to warn 
President Cleveland against permitting any 
interference in the war with Cuba and to 
notify him of the consequences which must 


follow any breach of international law. In 


the meantime the President’s neutrality 
proclamation had destroyed the point of 
the protest, but the Spanish Government 
drafted the note and was about to send it 


‘to the powers when Minister Taylor was 


informed what was going on. Ie promptly 
notified one of the diplomats who had called 
upon him of his discovery, and intimated 
that the next business he would have with 
the Spanish Government, if it sent the 
note, would be to demand his passports. 
The knowledge that the American Minister 
was aware of the conspiracy to coerce the 
United States averted the peril. The Span- 
ish Minister gave his word that the scheme 
should be abandoned. 

This is the version of the affair as sent 
from Madrid. But suppose Spain, in spite 
of Minister Taylor's warning, had sent the 
joint note of the. powers, of what avail 
woukl it have been? Not one of the powers 
would have helped Spain had it been in- 
yolyed with the United States. Russia 
would not. as it has no interests here. En- 
gland would not, as it would have precipi- 
tated a serious difficulty between it and the 
United States. France would have re- 
frained for the same reason. There are 
three millions of people in this country born 
in Germany besides the American de- 
scendants of the foreign-born. What inter- 
est; then, cocld Germany have, outside of 
trade relations, in mixing in with any quar- 
rel between the United States and Spain? 
So far as the powers have relations with 
Cuba these relations would be promoted 
if the United States should intervene and 
stop a contest which is destroying every- 
body's trade. 

It is evidently this conspiracy which 
called forth Mr. Cleveland’s proclamation 
of neutrality, so as to head it off. It is evi- 
dent enough he was scared and enlisted the 
navy and his revenue officials ahd court 
officials on the side of Spain. It was the 


virtually dead empire will become the center 
of new life and activity.

Woolen manu- 
factures paid last year $23,121,000 In revenue, 
under an average ad valorem duty of 47 per 
cent—more than the whole labor cost in the 
foreign goods. Yet to pacify a few political 
shepherds, to benefit a few breeders of meri- 
no rams, and to pull the wool over the eyes 
of a small portion of the farmers, it is pro- 
posed to increase the taxes on the clothing 
of the people over $50,000,000, Is it'not’a 
beautiful prospect, in this wintry weather ?—

Skandia of Minneapolis and Bank of 
Superior of West Superior Fail. 
Minneapolis, Minn.,Dec. 28.—The Scandia 
Bank, a small concern of this city, with a 
capital of $60,000, suspended payments this 
noon upon the advice of Bank Examiner 
Kenyon. President Sunde says that he be- 
lieves that the creditors will eventually be 
paid in full. According to the last report 
the bank has resources amounting to $432,- 
000. The time and demand deposits amount 
to over $300,000. The suspension is due to 
the inability to realize on the securities, con- 

sisting mostly of real estate. 

West Superior, Wis., Dec. 28.—The Bank 
ef Superior, doing business at the East End, 
suspended today on account of a run with 
which it was threatened on account of 
the recent failures. An assignment was mado 
to Henry 8S. Butler, who has taken posses- 
sion. The bank had $25,000 capital and $6,000 
surplus, which was largely tied up ininvest- 
ments. The big proportional deposit of about 
$100,000 was a constant menace and a slight 
run was experienced Saturday which in- 
fluenced the closing of the institution. The 
deposits are mostly in small amounts and 
the bank expects to be able to liquidate 
in full unless there is a continual decline 
in assets. The City of Superior had $13,210 
in the bank, making nearly $30,000 of the 
city funds tied up in failures during the last 
week. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 28.—The McCoy 
Banking company of Independence, Mo., 
went into voluntary liquidation today in 
‘compliance with an order made at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors held on Dec. 
23. The bank refused to receive deposits 
this morning, and began paying its deposi- 
tors in full. The reason given for the bank gv- 
ing out of business is that its President, Will- 
iam McCoy, is too advanced in years to man- 
age its affairs longer.

Swedes Allege Enmiiy. 


A sensational move is expected in the 
O’Malley case within twenty-four hours. It 
is believed that Attorney W. 8. Forrest will 
go before one of the County Judges today 
and apply for a writ of habeas corpus. If 
Attorney Forrest takes this action it will 
have the effect of making the prosecution 
show its hand, even if the writ is denied. 

That the police and Assistant State's-At-. 
torney Pearson anticipate sharp and decis- 
ive work on the part of O'Malley's lawyers 
is shown py the remarkable activity dis- 
played by the former yesterday. Last night 
a half dozen officers from the East Chicago 
Avende Station brought in a large number 
of witnesses, who were taken to the Criminal 
Court Building, and their examination by 
Mr. Pearson lasted until almost midnight. 
The idea was to get in every scrap of evi- 
dence possible, so that O’ Malley’s chance of 
release will be reduced to a minimum. 


Inspector Schaack Smiles. 

The indicted Alderman spent his second 
day in jail yesterday, though he was kept 
busy by a constant stream of visitors, among 
whom were several Aldermen. They called 
to express their sympathy and belief in his 
lunocencée. Inspector Michael J. Schaack 
was roundly abused for causing the arrest 
of a City l‘ather without furnishing the 
public with satisfactory evidence that he 
had a good case. This criticism, brought to 
the ears of the Inspector, caused him to smile 
and remark: 

“ O'Malley knows he is guilty of murder, 
and I know it. I hear threats that if I fail 
to make a case against the Alderman that 
strong influence will be brought to bear to 
have me removed. Such talk makes me 


‘tired, espeviaily at this stage of the pro- 


ceedings. If they can find a better man 
than I ameto fill my position I am willing 
to make room for hims but I want to say 
Mr. O’Malley will never have anything to 
do with my quitting the Police Department. 
He will have his own troubles, and before the 
law gets through with him I think he willthe 
content to be alive.’’ 


Gathering Evidtnee. 


That the Inspector interds to make “ the 
fight of his life ’ is shown by the care he is 
taking in gathering evidence. Christmas 
day policemen visited the scene of the killing 
of Colliander, No. 117 Oak street, and re- 
moved the heavy wooden door which opened 
into the polling booth from the hallway. It 
was through this entrance the gang rushed 
when they began firing their revolvers. Po- 
liceman Michael and» others returned 
the fire and the door looked as though 
it had been through a siege after the shool- 
ing was over. There were numerous bullet 
holes in it, and the police will undoubtedly 
offer it as evidence. The door was removed 
to the East Chicago Avenue Station and an- 
other put in its place. 

The Swedish residents in the vicinity of 
Oak and Sedgwick streets, where both 
Colliander and O'Malley lived, are dum- 
founded at the Alderman’s arrest. They ure 
beginning to do some thinking, however, and 
deny the statement of O’Malley that he and 
Colllander were fast friends. 


Strong Knmity Alleged. 


They insist that a strong enmity existed 
between the two men. It is stated that the 
bad feeling between the men first started a 
the time Colliander was nominated for North 
Town Collector. He made a hard fight, @nd 
Colliander claimed afterward he was de- 
feated through the treachery of John F. 
O'Malley and Thomas J. O'Malley, who 
fought him under cover, though all were 
Democrats. Colliander quietly nursed his 
dislike for both the O’Malleys until the op- 
portunity offered to get even, 

This came when John F. O’ Malley tried to 
be re#@lected to the office of Btate Senator 
at the November election of 1894. Colliande: 
had a strong following among the Swedes, 
though O'Malley was also well liked. O’ Mal- 
ley had been working for popularity among 
this nationality for several years, being a 
liberal contributor to all kinds of Swedish 
charities and entertainments. Colllander 
doubted the sincerity of O’Malley’s profes- 
sion of affection for the Swedes, and after 
his election experience never lost an oppor- 
tunity to “* knock’’ O'Malley. When Col- 
liander found Thomas J. O’ Malley was close- 
ly bound up in the interests of John F. 
O'Malley, Colliander declared in favor of 
Charles Anthony, John F/ O'Malley's op- 
ponent for the State Senate. 

Fight for the Swedish Vote. 

This act on the part of Colliander, they say, 
enraged both of the O’Malleys and a furious 
fight was waged in the Twenty-third Ward 
for the Swedish vote. The fight lasted until 
the closing of the polls onelectionday. Col- 
liander worked hard for Anthony's election 
and succeeded in getting many Democratic 
votes away from John F. O’ Malley. 

The counting of the votes by which it was 
seen that Anthony was far in the lead is said 
to have settled Colliander’s fate. Thg gang 
of thugs which had been the active Nench- 
men of O'Malley that day cursed Colliander 
as the ** Swede ’’ who had caused the defeat 
of their redheaded chieftain.

He wasa 
member of the State Legislature in 1866, 
was a Cook County Commissioner in 1870, 
and Chairman of the Building committee 
having charge of the Criminal Court Build- 
ing on the North Side. In 1880 he was Chair- 
man of the Republican Cook County Cen- 
tral committee. 

He was a member of the Union League and 
Calumet clubs, and gave layishly for chari- 
table and missionary work, but was not a 
church member. 

He was married in 1847 to Miss Harriet A. 
Robert, and had three children, who survive 
him—Edward T. Singer of New York, Walter 
Singer, in the shipping business at Duluth, 
and Charles G. Singer, in the real estate 
business at No. 175 Dearborn street. 

JOHN R. CLARKE PASSBS AWAY. 
For Twenty-five Years a Printer and 
Proofreader in Chicago. 

John R. Clarke, one of the best-known 
printers in Chicago, died of consumption at 
his home, No. 1020 West Monroe street, at f 
a.m. yesterday. He came to Chicago in 1862 
and had read proof for THe TRIBUNE for 
nearly twenty-five years. 

Mr. Clarke was born in Kingston, Ont., and 
was 50 years of age. He learned the print- 
er’s trade in Kingston, being connected with 
the Whig. but removed soon to Buffalo and 
came to Chicago from that city.

SANTA FE WINS ITS CASE. 


JUDGE MYERS DECIDES IN FAVOR 
OF RAILROAD COMPANY. 


Kansas’ Alien Land Act Does Not Apply 
to Railroad Property, According to 
‘the Decision—Real Estate Insep- 
arably Connectéd with the Fran- 
chise—If Right of Way Should Be 
Sold the Property Would Revert to 
the Former Owners. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 28.—{Special.J—In the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé receivership 
case District Judge Louis A. Myers at Oska- 
loosa today decidede that the Kansas alien 
land act, passed in 1891, under which the suit 
was brought, did not apply to railroad prop- 
erty. This practically disposes of the case, 
as the attorneys for the State of Kansas are 
not inclined to appeal to the Supreme Court. 

The alien land act provides that ‘ no cor- 
poration or association, more than 20 per 
centum of the stock of which is or may be 
owned by any person or persons, corporation 
or corporations, not citizens of the United 
States, or of some District or Territory tnere- 
of, shall hereafter acquire, hold, or own any 
real estate in the State of Kansas.”’ 

The action was commenced under the pro- 
visions of chapter three of the act to forfeit 
and sell the property of the Atchison com- 
pany in Kansas. The attorneys for the com- 
pany raised the point that the act did not 
apply to railroad property. 


Decision of the Court. 

The court said in part: 

‘The great weight of judicial authority 
in this country is that the property ofa 
railroad company cannot be seized gnd sold 
in parcels under execution. 

“The courts have also held invariably 
when considering the words ‘real estate’ 
and ‘lands’ that the same shall not be 
considered or taken to mean the rvadbed or 
right of way of a railroad company or other 
property necessary for it to use in the per- 
formance of its chartered obligations. 

“The real estate held or acquired by a 
public corporation, like that held or owned 
by a railroad company in the exercise of a 
delegated right of eminent domain, aed 
necessary for uses in which the public is 
concerned, is not within the meaning of the 
law ‘real estate.’ 

‘‘Chap. 3 of the laws of 1891 does not au- 
thorize any sale or transfer of the fran- 
chise or personal property of a railroad. It 
refers to real estate and requires, as stated, 
that the property shall be sold in parcels 
not exceeding 160 acres each, If the pro- 
visions of Chap. 3 embraced a railroad and 
the right of way or real estate used in the 
operation thereof should be sold, the. pur- 
chaser would not succeed to the franchise, 
and public obligation of the railroad com- 
pany and the raUJroad would be disintegrat- 
ed into separate parts. The power of the 
railroad company to properly exercise the 
franchise conferred upon it and to perform 
the corelative duties to the public would 
be suspended or destroyed. 


Realty Inseparable from Franchises. 


‘‘ Property held by corporations, like rail- 
roads, created for public objects, and used in 
connection, with the franchise is inseparably 
connected therewith and should not be sep- 
arated therefrom unless the statute posi- 
tively so commands, 

‘‘In Railway Company vs. Van Cleave, 
Kansas, 665, a railroad is called by the 
Supreme Court of the State‘ an entire thing.’ 
In State vs. Miller, 54 Kansas, 244, it was 
observed by she Supreme Court of the State 
that ‘it is im@ortant to all concerned that 
railroad property should be preserved intact, 
as the public is especially interested in its 
continued operation,’ 

‘* While the term ‘ real estate’ as used in 
the statutes would in its broadest sense in- 
clude a part of the defendant's railroad de- 
scribed in 3 
an entirety iftludes other appurtenances e€s- 
sential to its use and value as a public 
highway. To separate the roadbed of a 
railroad into tracts of 160 acres or less would 
ovince a disposition to destroy it as a rail- 
road and relegate it to its former condition 
as land. Aljil of the easements that a rail- 
road has revert to the original owner or his 
grantee if the railroad ceases to be operated. 
As wus forcibly said upon the argument of 
this case; ‘ The acquisition of the right or 
way or other real estate of a railroad nec- 
exsarily used in its operation by a purchase 
thereof would not enrich him, but render 
the company poor instead.’ The people of 
the State, depending upon a railroad for 
transportation of mails, passengers, and 
freight, would be insufferably inconvenienced 
if said Chap. 3 should be held to include 
railroads, with no apparent benefit resulting 
therefrom. 


Must Be Strictly Construed. 


“All Statutes declaring forfeitures or 
affixing penalties must be strictly construed. 
It is elefientary that the provisions of sucha 
statute as Chap. 3 cannot be broad- 
ened or extended. If a person or a corpora- 
tion is to be deprived of property for the 
violation of a statute the very wor@s of the 
statute must be literally observed. Within 
all the authorities the power to forfeit land 
or affix penalties cannot and ought not to 
be enlarged by judicial interpretation. It 
should go without saying that it is the card- 
inal canon of construction that the intent, 
when ascertained, governs, and that all mere 
rules of interpretation are subordinate. 

** Considering all of the provisions of the 
statute in question, in view of the well- 
known mischief intended to be remedied 
thereby, and especially in view of 
the express terms of the statute 
providing how real estate forfeited there- 
under must be divided into parcels and sold, 
I am forced to conclude that the term ‘ real 
estate’ employed is not intended to, and 
does not, embrace a railroad or any essential 
part thereof. 

‘* The result follows that the plaintiffs’ pe- 
tition in this case does not state a cause of 
action. The statute fails to provide fora 
forfeiture of railroads on account of alien 
ownership of capital stock in such corpora- 
tions, and no petition can be formulated un- 
der the provisions of this statute which 
would be sufficient to forfeit and sell the 
property of the defendant corporation, neces- 
sarily used in the operation of its railroad. 
The orders appointing a receiver and grant- 
ing injunctions in and thereof are hereby 
vacated and set aside.’’ 


FOUL MURDER AT OSCEOLA, 


Young Woman Named Mary Gilfillan 
Found with Her Head Crushed In. 
Ottumwa, Ia., Dec. 28.—[Special.]—Excite- 
ment is at fever heat at Osceola, in Clark 
County, over a most brutal and coldblooded 
murder committed some time on Saturday 

night. 

A young woman named Mary Gilfillan ©” 
Bradford, Ill4 came to Osceola about ten 
days ago, bringing with her a 3-year-old boy 
supposed to be her son. She inquired sev- 
eral places for work and succeeded in get- 
ting a place at Howe's Hotel. On Saturday 
night she asked another of the girls to care 
for her boy while she went out in town, say- 
ing she would return ina short time. 

She failed, however, to return, and on Sun- 
day morning her dead body was found in the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy pump-house 
with her head badly crushed. The body was 
taken to the undertaker’s, where an inquest 
was held, but it resulted in throwing no light 
on the identity of the murderer. Suspicion 
points to a man known to be acquainted with 
the girl, who lives on a farm near Osceola, 
and he may bearrested. He was seen in Os- 
ceola on Saturday. 

The people are much excited and the offi- 
cers would experience great difficulty in re- 
straining them from violence in case the 
murderer were captured.

GRAYVILLE MAN COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Frank E. Clarke, Editor of the Inde- 
pendent, Found Dying in His Barn. 
Albion, I1ll., Dec. 28.—{Special.]J—Frank E. 

Clarke, for eighteen years editor of the Gray- 
ville Independent, one of the best-known 
and most influential Republican journals 
of Southern L[llinots, committed suicide here 
this morning. Mr. Clarke disappeared from 
his business about 9 o’clock last Saturday 
morning. 

Failing to return to his home for dinner 
and also for supper a search was made, and 
at about 11 o'clock on Saturday night the 
unfortunate man was found in his barn in 
a dying condition from the effects of a dose 
of morphine, which he had taken with sui- 
cidal intent. He lingered until 5 o’clock 
on Sunday morning, when death ended his 
sufferings. The deceased was at the time 
of his death, and had been for about ten 
years, Secretary of the Grayville Building 
and Loan Association. He was Chancellor 
Commander of Osceola Lodge, K. of P., and 
was district deputy of that order. 

At the time of his death he was an appli- 
cant for the position of Postmaster, and hw 
was understood to be Senator Cullom’s 
choice, He enjoyed an unblemished reputa- 
tion for integrity and uprightness in all the 
walks.of life, and no country editor of the 
State stood higher in the estimation of his 
fellows, Numerous theories are in circula- 
tion as to the cause of the suicide, but a!l 
is guesswork. Mr. Clarke leaves a young 
wife and two children, also a father and 
mother and six sisters. His funeral will 
take place in Grayville tomorrow. 


LA GRACE IS WANTED AFTER ALL. 


Man Under Arrest at Monmouth Proves 
to Be Boileau of Montreal. 
Monmouth, Ill., Dec. 28.—[{Special.}—Will- 
iam C. La Grace, who was arrested here 
last week on suspicion that he was J. L. 
Harris, a man badly wanted In New York 
City for arson, has been identified, and this 
time there is not the shadow of a doubt 
about him. He is not Harris, but Isidore 
Boileau, who is wanted at Montreal almost 
as badly as Harris is wanted and for the 

same sort of crime. 

When the New York officers came last 
week and found that he was not their man 
the officers hegre were still convinced that 
the fellow was a rogue, and started outona 
different line of investigation. This was 
fruitful of results. It was learned that he 
was from Montreal and that his wife is 
there now. A message to the Montreal offi- 
cers brought the speedy reply from Silas H. 
Carpenter, chief of the government de- 
tectives, that the man was wanted for 
arson and that an officer would start at once 
to take him back. He is expected here to- 
morrow morning, when particulars of the 
case will be learned. 

La Grace, or Boileau, does not know yet 
that the officers have any idea who he is or 
that any one is coming for him. Soon after 
his arrest La Grace asked who had given him 
away, and different things had been said and 
done that gave the police the idea that his 
case is a similar one to the Harriscase. He 
seemed to have some acquaintance with 
Harris, for he told an officer that Harris was 
a larger man than he was, and the New 
York detective confirmed the statement.

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MOB LAW IN KENTUCKY. 


PARIS EXPECTED TO BE THE NEAT 
POINT OF ATTACK. 


Gov. Bradley Has Several Companies 


of the State Guard Under Arms and 


Awaiting Orders—State Never So 
Completely Under Domination of 
Mobs Since the Days of the Kuklux 
—Trouble Started in the Recent 
Campaign—Criminal Laws. Faulty. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec. 28.—[Special.}—Not 
since the days of Kuklux in the early 
70s has Kentucky been so completely under 
the domination of mobs as she is today, and 
the Governor is so alarmed over the situa- 
tion that he has ordered several companies 
of the Second Regiment State Guard to be 
in readiness to march at an hour’s notice. 
Paris, the county seat of Bourbon County, 
is the point expected to be attacked next, as 
the jail there holds the negro Johnson 
Howe, who shot and killed Charlies Lacey, 
Marshal of Cynthiana, last Thursday. Howe 
was moved from Cynthiana to Paris to pre- 
vent his being lynched. 

During the last ten days six men have been 
murdered by Kentucky mobs, seven men 
and one woman have been killed, five men 
mortally wounded, and a large number se- 
riously injured in fights. In Breathitt, 
Perry, and several other mountain counties 
Kuklux are trying to “ regulate” neigh- 
borhoods; turnpike raiders have burned toll- 
houses and threatened to lynch turnpike 
Presidents unless the pikes were left free. 
Attorney-General Taylor has been asked to 
take steps toward convicting the members 
of the mobs, but he replies that he is power- 
less, owing to Kentucky’s law preventing the 
State authorities from taking part in local 
trials unless called on by local authorities. 

A prominent Democratic jurist sums the 
situation in an interview tonight as follows: 


Spirit of Mob Law. 


‘The spirit of mob law has always been 
in existence in Kentucky, and especially 
since the war. It madeitself manifest in the 
reign of anarchy and Judge Lynch from 1863 
to 1874, when the State was overrun by mobs 
and the gnost brutal outrages were perpe- 
trated. Thanks to the strong arm. of the 
Federal Government mob law was put down, 
but the spirit has remained latent, with now 
and then a lynching of the perpé@trator of 
some, horrible crime. I think much of the 
present mobocracy is due to the methods 
adopted itn the recent campaign. Most in- 
flammatory speeches were made in Ken- 
tucky by the men who stumped the State for 
Mr.” Bryan. They appealed to the baser 
passions of that class of Kentucky’s people 
which has always been in favor of might 
over right. As an instance of the imme- 
diate effect of such speeches, you can cite 
the hafangue of Senator Joe Blackburn, 
delivered from the balcony of the Phenix 
Hotel a-few nights after the election. The 
sound of his voice had scarcely died away 
when the disgraceful rioting began. 

‘I have heard men who supported Mr. 
Bryan make such declarations as ‘ John G. 
Carlisle is a traitor and he ought to be hung 
inetead of rctten egged,’ and ‘ If they rob us 
out of the Presidency we will fight.’ I only 
cite these instances to show that the mob 
spirit was fanned into a flame by the rabid 
speeches of the campaigners. Another cause 
of the mob rule of today is the defeat at 
the polls of the class which usually compose 
Kentucky mobs. They had no idea that 
Kentucky's vote would be counted for Mc- 
Kinley, and they were doubly disappointed 
over the result of the election from the fact 
that*they not only lost the State for Bryan, 
but in many instances their candidates for 
local offices were defeated. 


Negroes a Disturbing Element. 

** There is still another cause, I think, and 
that is the negro question. Heretofore, it 
hasbeen the rule to buy or bulldoze negroes, 
s? that the element which rallied to the sup- 
port ef Bryan was always enabled to carry 
the day. At the recent election their old 
methods entirely failed, and the negroes 
voted solidly for McKinley and the Repub- 
lican local tickets. The success of the Re- 
publicans this year following so closely on 
the heets of the victory of 1805, when Gov. 
Bradley and the entire Republican State 
ticket was elected, has made some of the 
negroes impudent and offensive to the van- 
quished Bryanites. This also adds to the 
general bad feeling and isin part respons!- 
ble for the prominent part negroes have 
played in the harvest of blood which has 
disgraced Kentucky during November and 
December. 

“ There is still another thing which has, 
perhaps, had some effect in creating bad 
feeling against law-breakers, and that is 
the free use of the pardoning power by Ken- 
tucky’s Governors during the last three 
terms. You want to know the remedy. 
Attorney-General Taylor well says, 
can be but little improvement, as far as 
legal punishment goes, until new criminal 
laws are enacted by the Legislature. The 
trouble has been not only with the trial 
juries, but with the grand juries. No man 
cam be tried for a felony in Kentucky until 
he is first indicted by a grand jury. - Should 
executive officers swear out warrants 
against a man accused of a felony the ex- 
amining court can only hold him over tothe 
grand jury, and should that body fail to 
indict him at its first sitting he is imme- 
diately discharged from custody. 


Weak Criminal Laws. 

* Should a man be Indicted, it is not a hard 
matter for a shrewd criminal lawyer to se- 
cure a jury some of the members of which 
are friends to the accused. Owing to this 
system many guilty men go unwhipped of 
justice, although it is generally agreed that 
they are guilty. I think that should 
criminal juries be selected in the 
manner of Federal juries there would be 
less difficulty in making convictions. Local 
politics and other local influences have much 
to do in shielding criminals when tried in 
their own counties by their neighbors, 
friends, and acquaintances. For this rea- 
son I would select jurymen as far removed 
from the scene of the crime as possible, so 
that they would be free from all local bias 
and would be on that account in a position 
to render full and equal justice.”’ 


HOLT’S MURDERERS MUST BE FOUND. 


Kentucky Judge Delivers a Strong 
Charge to the Grand Juary. 
Owensboro, Ky., Dec. 28.—Judge Owen to- 
day, in charging the grand jury, gave spe- 
cial attention to the recent lynching of Holt. 
He required the jury to thoroughly investi- 
gate the matter and indict any person par- 
ticipating in the mob. He said the jury 
could and must find out who_eompdsed the 
mob and must indict them for murder. He 
made an order giving a change of venue fo 
Muhlenberg County for the trial of the ac- 
cessories of Holt and ordered them sent to 

the Louisville Jail for safe keeping.

ALL READY FOR ANOTHER SHEEP WAR 


Colorado Cattlemen Mobilize Against 
the Edwardsexs—To Drive the 
Sheep Back Into Wyoming. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 26.—The Colorado 
sheep war has broken out again, and prom- 
ises this time to be extremely s rious. For 
the last few days cattlemen, ranchmen, and 
others interested in maintaining the range 
of Routt County for the benefit of cattle 
have been congregating in the northwestern 
portion’ of the county at a point on lower 
Snake River. 

The men came in twos and threes and in 
companies numbering as many as thirty- 
five. Every man is well mounted and thor- 
oughly armed. Mess wagons accompanied 
many of the largest outfits,and every prepar- 
ation appears to have been made for a long 
campaign. Everything connected with the 
movements of the stockmen has been well 
guarded, and few disinterested ranchers 
were surprised and alarmed when they ob- 
served the armed horsemen riding by their 
places. Some thought that the Utes had 
broken out and were marauding in Brown's 
Park. When they were informed of the real 
situation they said: ‘* Count us with you,” 
and hastily saddled their horses and joined 
the cowmen. 

The cattlemen are evidently determined 
to inforce the removal of the sheep from 
Routt County, and have agreed among 
themselves that the boundary line between 
Colorado and Wyoming shall be the divid- 
ing point between the cattle and sheep 
ranges. Tomorrow there will be two camps 
of stockmen established on Snake River 
at’a point near Junction Mountain and twen- 
ty-five miles from Maybell. There are per- 
haps 250 well-armed men in the camps. 


‘Military rule has been adopted and the 


men are divided into companies, each com- 
pany having a Captain, with a Commander- 
in-Chief in charge of the entire force. Great 
caution is observed, owing to a report which 
was received to the effect that Grif and Jack 
fdwards, the principal sheep owners, have 
secured the services of a large force to 
meet the stockmen. 

The present trouble has been brewing for 
months and feeling has been running high, 
especially in the Brown's Park country, 
where the greater portion of the sheep is now 
ranging. The Brown’s Park men say their 
cattle range is being utterly devastated by 
the sheep. It is estimated that there are 
about 70,000 head of sheep in Routt County, 
the majority belonging to Grif and Jack 
Edwards, who have employed the herders 
to raise wire fences in order that the sheep 
might run on the ranches. The western por- 
tion of Routt County comprises what the 
stockmen claim ds their winter range, and 
where annually thousands of cattle are 
driven from the higher country, owing to 
the mildnesé of the climate. The stockmen 
therefore regard the ranging of sheep in 
that section as serious detriment to their in- 
terests, and fear that the sheep owners 
will carry out their reported threat to run 
their herds wherever they please. Last sum- 
mer serious trouble was barely averted be- 
tween the stockmen and J . Edwards. 
Mr. Edwards finally agreed to remove his 
sheep from Routt County. He was allowed 
to retain 8,000 wethers in Slater Park until 
Oct. 1, and another bunch of ewes and lambs 
in the vicinity until such time as the lambs 
were able to travel. The cowmen claim 
that he failed to keep his agreement and re- 
moved only a small portion of his sheep, and 
that at present his entire herd is in Routt 
County. 

The failure of Edwards to keep his agree- 
ment, and the fact that his brother, Grif 
Edwards, has about 40,000 head of sheep on 
the Routt County range, have served to 
crowd the Routt County range to the ex- 
clusion of all but two or three men who 
own but a few thousand head of sheep. 
Scoutsare now out locating the sheep camps, 


and if the-.request of the stockmen’s com--* 


mittee, which has been sent out, is not com- 
plied with, serious trouble will follow. Pub+ 
lic sentiment is with the cattlemen, and the 
Counties of Rio Blanca and Eagle are repre- 
sentedin the camp of the cattlemen. A poll of 
fiftv-seven cattlemen who are in the ex- 
pedition against the sheepmen shows that 
the cash value of the land and the horses 
and cattle which they represent Is $1,200,000. 
The greater portion of this is in Routt 
County. 

Among those in the expedition are gray- 
haired men who served in the late war, and 
during the last few days have ridden over 
1590 miles on horseback. They are cool- 
headed and have a great influence over the 
younger men. To them is due, in a consid- 
erable measure, the fact that not a shot 
has been fired and no act of violence com- 
mitted. ‘‘ It ts a question of home or noth- 
ine with us now,” remarked one old veteran. 
“The sheep have destroyed even the range, 
so that I have no place to turn out my milk 
cows, let alone my range cattle.” 


BURNING CORN FOR FUBL IN DAKOTA, 


Cheaper than Coal at the Prices Now 
Demanded for the Latter in 
the Northwest. 


Minneapolis Journal: For the first time in 
their history Minnesota and South Dakota 
will consume corn for fuel the coming win- 
ter. Farmers -all through Iowa and States 
south of it will do the same, but the use of 
grain for fuel is not newtothem. The high 


._prices of coal, averaging at least $2 a ton 


more than a year ago, are responsible for 
this action. 

A medium grade of soft coal now costs in 
country towns anywhere from $4.75 to 85.25, 
while anthracite is held from $9.50 to $11, 
according to the freights and the distance 
of the buyer from competing coal dealers/ 
the latter item being a very important one 
It is claimed that corn, selling at not more 
than 11 cents a bushel, is much cheaper than 
either variety of coal, besides being handier 
and cleaner. 

Neither Minnesota nor South Dakota has 
been a corn-growing State for more thana 
few years, and the announcement that they 
will this year have it to burn will be a sur- 
prise to many who still think they are too 
far north for successful production. The 


fact is an evidence of changed climatic con- 


ditions and an adaptation to conditions by 
the farmers. 

In North Dakota the extortiors of the 
coal trust have given a great boom to the 
lignite fuel industry, and more coal will be 
mined this fall and winter in the Missouri 
counties than ever before, high prices hay- 
ing widened the area in which it can be 
profitably carried by rail. 

Some of the railways are reducing lignite 
freights and making every effort to assist in 
the use of that fuel. It is safe to say, ina 
general way, that no Eastern coal will this 
winter find its way west of the Red River 
valley, and that Dakota fuel will he used in 
Minnesota also. This increased consump- 
tion of lignites will educate the people to 
the fuel, and bring it into general use in 
parts of the West, where it has not been 
burned, and with the promised better freight 
rates it will hold its ground, despite any 
_— small reductions in the price of Eastern 
coals. 

There are from 6,000 to 10,000 square miles 
in the Bad Lands and along the Missouri 
River that are underlaid with coal measures 
from 1) to 25 feet thick. It can be mined at 
small cost and is easily transported, espe- 
clally as much as lies along railroad lines or 
is contiguous to the river. 

This coal is as rich in carbons as that of 
the East, but has two or three times the 
amount of moisture and ash, and conse- 
quently requires special facilities for firing. 
The problem of firing is béing studied and 
every year finds it nearer a perfect solution. 


To Detect Adulteration. 

Analysis of food is enlisting the services 
of Roentgen rays for the discovery of 
adulteration. In pictures so obtained of 
powdered materials thinly scattered on a 
sheet of glass the presence of any of the 
mineral adulterants commonly used is plain- 
ly visible on account of the rays not being 
able to penetrate them. 


Italian Naval Power. 

There are twenty-four 100 and 105 ton guns 
of seventgen-inch caliber in the Italian navy, 
carried on the Duilio, Doria, Lauria, Le- 
panto, Morosini, Italia, and Dandolo. It is 
contemplated to replace these monster guns 
with more moderate-sized ordnance.

Dines by Herself at a Hotel, Her 
Daughter Being Ill and Her Son 
“Ned” in Texas. 


New York, Dec. 27.—Christmas day was 
somewhat of a disappointment to Mrs. Hetty 
Green. Doubtless there were many women 
in Brooklyn yesterday who envied this wom- 
an of millions her ability to gratify any wish, 
but all her money could not bring together 
her little family. A few weeks ago Mrs. 
jreen expected both of her children to join 
her at the Hote) St. George to spend the holi- 
days, but her daughter, Sylvia, was taken ill 
in New York last week, and unexpected 
business detained her son, ‘* Ned,”’ in Texas. 

He telegraphed his Christmas wishes, but 
will not join his mother until some time in 
January. 

There were a number of Christmas tokens 
sent Mrs. Green by friends, and for a while 
the apartments of the richest woman in 
America looked like a floral bower. Before 
the day was spent Mrs. Green had _  dis- 
mantied her rooms and sent the flowers to 
thase who had none,.but.were trying te cele- 
brate the day. After Mrs. Green had eaten 
her lonely dinne?, and while her husband, 
who is suffering with a severe illness, was 
asleep, she slipped out to greet an old friend 
who was enjoying her eighty-sixth Christ- 
mas. 

With the exception of the day of the bliz- 
zard yesterday was the only holiday Mrs. 
Green has enjoyed since last spring. 

‘*I have to work just as hard as any wom- 
an who earns her own living,” she said yes- 
terday; “‘in fact, harder, because I’m wof- 
ried and hounded so. If it wasn’t for the 
Jawyers I could live in comfort on Fifth ave- 
nue, but they won’t let me rest. I think re- 
form lawyers are worse than Anarchists. 
A good deal more, for you know when an 
Anarchist is going to do anything to you, 
but these reform lawyers—’ and Mrs. 
Green's vocabulary failed. 

“I would like to have my affairs perma- 
nently arranged,” she continued, after a mo- 
ment. “‘I think every woman is best in her 
home. I don’t disapprove of the new wom- 
an, you .know; let women go out into the 
world, only they need not exaggerate them- 
selves so,, you know. I don’t take much 
stock in the religious woman who goes shout- 
ing around. Help some one, I say; that is 
the way to win souls. Now, I try to help 
some one every day. Mind, I don’t give 
money, but I try to give people employment 
and help them respect themselves. You see 
any one who has been extravagant once 
with their own money is quite likely to be so 
with money you give them. I never help 
people I don’t know; if I did I’d be busy. 

“The number of letters I had asking for 
Christmas presents was simply amusing. 
People I never heard of wrote and asked for 
the most ridiculous things. But one woman 
just made me laugh. She told nte how poor 
they had become and how all their luxuries 
had been taken from them, and couldn’t I 
give her a house or a horse that she could 
give her husband for his Christmas. Well, 
now, if it had been a note I would have 
laughed and thought it a joke, but it was a 
four-page letter, and told me all her family 
history.”’ 

Mrs. Green does not seem to anticipate any 
great prosperity for the country right away. 
She thinks that there are too many differ- 
ences of opinion about the Cuban question 
now that the squabbling over the election is 
over. Her advice to the country is to care 
for the starving and oppressed right here be- 
fore going down to Cuba.

NESS OF THE JEWISH SABBATH. 


Rabbi B. Felsenthal of Zion Congre- 
gation Combats the Correctness of 
the Kanéas Methodist’s Views—Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch Amplifies His Ex- 
pressed Ideas on the Subjcet—The 
Rev. M, M. Parkhurst Finds Little in 
the Bible te Support the Novelty. 


The dis very that the Jewish Sabbath did 
not always fall upon the seventh day of the 
week, now called Saturday, which has been 
made by the Rev. 8S. W. Gamble of the South 
Kansas M. E. Conference, and which was 
announced to the world in THe Tripune 
of yesterday, formed a most interesting topic 
of conversation at the various Monday meet- 
ings of ministers. Few scholars were willing 
to enter Into a discussion of the proposition 
advanced by the Kansag minister without 
giving the matter extended study, but it was 
conceded generally that the proof appeared 
to be satisfactory. . 

Some, however, said that after all it was 
not a question of calendars, but of ideas, and 
that to the Jewish mind the notion of Sab- 
bath as a cessation from.labor was _ in- 
separably bound up with the seven-day di- 
vision of time, and that the day of rest al- 
ways was conceived as closing the week, and 
was consequently invariably looked upon as 
the seventh, whether at any given period 
the Sabbath actually fell upon a multiple of

Parkhurst Thinks Lightly of It. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst has given the 
Sabbath question close study from its eth- 
ical and moral points of view. He is not in- 
clined to aftach much importance to Mr. 
Gamble’s calendar studies. 

“IT do not know what conclusions he would 
draw even if his ‘ discovery’ proves to 
correct,”. said Mr. Parkhurst. ‘“‘ The first 
Sabbath commemorated the creation, the 
second commemorated the Jewish inde- 
pendence in the same manner as our Fourth 
of July commemorates th laration of 
Independence, though the da remained the 
same. Nothing is more in than that 
the Jew: believed firmiy his bbath was 
the seventh , and it seems to me that 
settles the question. There is no sort of 
doubt that the early Christians kept both 
the seventh and the first days for a time, 
discontinuing the observance of the Jewish 
seventh day Sabbath gradually... That was 
one of the questions between Peter and 
Paul. :

It is the one heroic man in the multitude 
who creates or quells a revolution.

Conceding this, still it was acknowledged 
Mr. Gamble’s idea could not but be fruitful 
and productive of further study of the Sab- 
bath question. 


Felsenthal Differs from Gamble. 

The Rev. B. Felsenthal, rabbi of Zion con- 
gregation, is not prepared to admit the cor- 
rectness of Mr. Gamble’s conclusions. He 
saw the article published in THE Trisune 
of yesterday, in the manuscript, and read it 
a second time yesterday. 

‘** lam glad to see renewed discussion of the 
history of the Sabbath,”’ he said. “ The 
gentleman’s article is written in a reverent 
spirit and can do no harm. I, for one, am not 
prepared to surrender the belief of a lifetime, 
which is also the belief of the Jewish race, 
that the Sabbath always has been regarded 
as identical with the seventh day. 

“The kernel of the discussion, as I appre- 
hend it, is the statement that the Passover 
lamb was always eaten upon a Sabbath. L 
regard that as a hasty conclusion. Conced- 
ing that it would follow that the Sabbath 
and the Passover had necessarily to coincide 
and that consequently the Sabbath, being 
on a fixed day of the year, could not fall upon 
a fixed day of the week, just as our Fourth 
of July cannot fall upon the same day of the 
week every year. 


Nab of the Argument. 


* Practically the whole argument is con- 
tained in this dialogue: 

**Upon what date did the Bible require 
the Passover lamb to be slain?’ 

‘** On Abib 14 every year.’ 

*“* pon what day was it eaten?’ 

“*On Abib 15 every year.’ 

“* Upon what date was the wave sheaf 
offered and the harvest commenced?’ 

‘***On Abib 16 every year.’ 

“* Was Abib 15 always a Sabbath day?’ 

** Certainly it was.’ 

*** Was Abib 16 on the first day of the week 
each year?’ 

“*VYes, Upon that date they began to 
count the seven weeks towards Pentecost.’ 

“* Very well. Will you furnish me an ac- 
cepted solar or lunar calendar that will lo- 
cate Abib 15 on Saturday every year, and 
Abib 16 on Sunday every year?’ 

“*O, I see I see. It cannot be done. I 
had never thought of it before.’ 

“The answer, ‘Certainly it was,’ was a 
hasty concession. 


He Quotes from Leviticus. 


‘‘In the twenty-third chapter of Leviticus, 
where directions are given for finding the 
festival days, we find the following: 

‘“‘* And ye shall count unto you from the 
morrow after the Sabbath, from the day 
that ye brought the sheaf of the wave offer- 
ing; seven Sabbaths shall there be com- 
plete: even unto the morrow after the sey- 
enth Sabbath shall ye number fifty days; 
and ye shall offer a new meat offering unto 
the Lord.’ 

“The word translated ‘ Sabbath,’ where 
it occurs the first time, should be translated 
‘feast,’ in my opinion. In the Hebrew the 
word simply means a cessation from labor 
and it was used for feasts as well as for the 
Sabbath. 

‘‘ The Sadducees and Pharisees at the time 
of Christ differed upon this question, the 
Sadducees maintaining the count had to be 
from the regular Sabbath, the Pharisees that 
the feast day was meant. The Pharisaic 
view prevailed. 

Never Heard of Two Sabbatha. 


‘I, for one, never heard before that there 
were two Sabbaths and consequently eight 
days in the week of Pentecost. 

“1 do not think there is any authority fer 
this in the Bible. The -command to lab 
six days and rest one was not taken strictly, 
and feasts frequently interrupted work days. 
Nor is it true that the Jewish year consisted 
of exactly 350 days or fifty weeks, as the 
diagram of Mr. Gamble would seem to indi- 
cate. 

“The Jewish calendar was lunar, the 
monthscontaining either twenty-nine or thiré 
ty days, beginning always upon the day 
the new moon was observed. Every once 
in so long an intercalary month was shoved 
in to make the seasons fit the dates set for 
the feasts, but this did not interfere at ail 
with the regularity of the week-day period.” 


Hirsch Amplifies His Views. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, who has subscribed 
to a partial indorsement of Mr. Gamble’s 
theory, explained his views more at length. 

“It is probable the early calendar was in 
a disordered state and that order was not 
introduced until the time of Ezra at the 
close of the captivity,” said the rabbi. “‘ The 
Assyro-Babylonian system was to inter- 
callate a sufficient number of days at the 
end of every month to make the year corre- 
spond fairly with the solar year. They had 
four weeks of seven days and then one, two, 
or three extra days which did not count in 
the makeup of the week:. There are traces 
in the Bible of the same system—for exam- 


ple, in the Jonathan story in Kings. It is

“So far as I have examined the argu- 
ments advanced by Mr. Gamble I dp not 
find much in the Bible to support them: I 
never heard of that alleged eight-day week 
at Pentecost with two Sabbaths in it.’’

On the statistics May 
wheat opened from %c to 1c over the closing 
price last Thursday. New York reported 
foreign buying. Lack of business here and 
the feeling of uneasiness over the financial 
situation, aggravated by the circulation of 
unwarranted rumors, caused.a reaction of 
Sc. The market was decidedly nervous, 
fluctuating frequently within a narrow 
range. The last break was due to the circu- 
lation of reports that two local banks had 
suspended. The statement had time to gv to 
New York and get back to Chicago before it 
‘Was contradicted. On it wheat for May de- 
livery sold to 81%%c, but a denial rallied toa 
close at 8Zc. The last price was only %c over 
that of Thursday. The cash market was 
dull and rather easy intone. Withdrawals 
from store are liberal, while receipts in this 
market are light.

A communication was received from Julia 
Ward Howe concerning the marital disabil- 
ities imposed upon Protestants in the Re- 
publics of Peru and Bolivia by the laws of 
those countries. 

At the regular meeting of the Congrega- 
tional ministers, held at the Sherman Louse, 
the Rev. Moses Smith made the address on 
the topic, ‘*‘ The Personal Factor in Biblical 
Theology.” Ida Wells Barnett also ad- 
dressed the meeting on lynching in the 
South. At her request resolutions deploring 
the practice of lynching were adopted, and 
a copy of them will be sent to the Governor 
of Kentucky.

DR. LAWRENCE UYTERS PLAIN TRUTHS 


His Pithy Sayings at the Willard Hall 
Noonday Meeting Receive 
Hearty Approval.

Dr. W. M. Lawrence of the Second Baptist 
Church uttered some plain truths at the 
noonday meeting in Willard Hal] yesterday, 
and his utterances received hearty approval. 
Among the pointed sentiments were these: 

‘The misfortunes of men are due not to 
environment nor heredity, but to a sinful 
heart. I am here today to offer no panacea 
for the ills of the times save the medicine of 
old-fashioned orthodoxy. There is nothing 
sensational in a loaf of bread ora giass of 
water, but both are essential to physical sal- 
vation. 

‘I believe it is a horrible thing to find edu- 
cated people leaving orthodoxy and taking 
¥P with the faiths exploded sixteen or 

ighteen centuries ago. I am sick of. the 
maudlin sentimentalism that makes a fad of 
Confucianism and Buddhism, that sends bou- 
quets of flowers to murderers and sprinkles 
with perfume those who should be baptized 
with tears. 

“For the last four years all sorts of 
schemes—political, financial, and socia]— 
have been offered as a solution of the finan- 
cial and moral depression, but little has been 
said about the only practicai solution—per- 
sonal righteousness. 

* Restoration of confidence in the right- 
eousness of men is necessary to bring about 
the much-talked-of wave of prosperity, and 
a revival of the habit of prayer is the first 
requisite.”

NO BIDS FOR ALLEY “L.” 


\ 
BONDHOLDERS BECOME THE OWN- 
ERS WITHOUT CONTEST. 


In the Absence of Bids Exceeding That 
of $4,000,100, Made by Leslie Carter 
and George E. Adams, Title Will 
Pass to Them—Yesterday the Laag 
Day for Bids—$7,500,000 of Stock Is 
Wiped Out—London View of Chica- 
go Brewing Properties. 


Leslie Carter, representing the First Mort- 
gage Bondholders’ committee, and George 
E. Adams, representing the Extension Bond- 
holders’ committee, are now in effect the 
owners of the Alley “ L.”” These representa- 
tives of the bondholders purchased the road 
at the judicial sale in September on a bid of 
$4,000,100. The court confirmed the sale 
nisi. Under the order of the court unless a 
bid in excess of this amount accompanied 
by a proper deposit of cash or bonds of the 
road should be made within three months the 
sale was to stand confirmed. Yesterday 
was the last day for the receiving of bids. 
There was no bid made, and through the fail- 
ure of some one else to bid the original con- 
firmation stands, and the road is now the 
property of the two representatives of the 
bondholders’ committees. It is expected the 
payment of $4,000,100 in bonds will be made 
today, and that a deed will pass from the 
court to Mr. Carter and Mr. Adams. 

The sale of the Alley “ L.”’ gives the entire 
property, including frarchises, structure, 
rolling stock, and equipments, to the holders 
of bonds of the company. It is the intention 
to effect a new organization shortly, and the 
property will then be turned over to it. The 
equity of the holders of the old $7,500,000 of 
common stock is now a thing of the past. 
Aside from the rights of stockholders under 
the plan voluntarily proposed by the bond- 
holders’ committees the stock is only worth 
the paper upon which it is written. There 
was @ sale yesterday of 50 shares of Alley 
“L” stock at \, or 12%c a share. This is 
as low a price as the stock has ever sold for, 
and makes rather unpleasant comparison 
with the $115 at which the stock once sold. 
At $115 a share the capital stock of the Alley 
‘L” was worth $8,625,000. At 12%c a share, 
the quotation of yesterday, it is worth only 
$9,375, showing a decline of $8,615,625. In 
effect it is the wiping out of securities of 
a face value of $7,500,000. 


Old Stock Is Wiped Out. 


The plan as now proposed by the bond- 
holders does not provide for the reissuing of 
the old stock. If the proposed plan should 
be carried through and all of the holders of 
stock should subscribe to the $1,500,000 of 
debentures they could at any time within ten 
yéars exchange these debentur®s for common 
stock at par. There would be ahead of them, 
however, $10,323,000 of 6 per cent non-cumu- 
lative preferred stock. Any common stock 
which present stockholders would receive 
would be in exchange for new capital put into 
the company. 

The bondholders’ committees will do noth- 
ing towards the reorganization of the com- 
pany until the thirty days expire during 
which stockholders may make application 
for the debentures. In the event of their 
failing to take advantage of the offer of the 
bondholders the bondholders’ committees 
will then take up the work of reorganization, 
will form a new company, and if present 
plans are carried out will] issue $10,323,000 of 
stock, which will be given in exchange for 
first mortgage with accrued interest at par, 
and at 60 per cent of the face value of ex- 
tensions bonds and accrued interest. The 
company will have in the treasury on Jan. 
1, after paying all expenses of litigation, in 
the neighborhood of $300,000. Unless the 
debentures are subscribed for the new com- 
pany will probably borrow the $700,000 need- 
ed with the $300,000 on hand to equip the 
road with electricity and to make the connec- 
tion with the loop. Stock will be issued on 
the basis named, and it is the belief of those 
who are prominent in the affairs of the com- 
pany that it will be an easy matter for the 
company to pay a fair return in the way of 
dividends upon the stock. The company will 
have no fixed charges aside from the inter- 
est on the money obtained for electrical 
equipment and for a loop connection and the 
$62,500, the minimum charge to be paid each 
year to the Union Loop company. The com- 
pany will probably build some short surface 
feeders into Kenwood and Englewood and to 
the Stock-Yards. It is probable close con- 
nection will be made with tee South Chicago 
City, the Calumet, and the Englewood and 
Chicago electrics. All of these must, of 
course, add to the traffic of the road. 


Prices for American Brewing Stocks. 


‘‘ Yankee Breweries ’’’ have been favorite 
investments among British investers in the 
past. Not only are some of the principal 
breweries in Chic&go and Milwaukee owned 
largely in London,-—ut St. Louis, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, and New York breweries have 
been absorbed by corporate companies, the 
stock of which is largely held abroad. Ina 
recent issue of a London financial paper a 
column is given up to a discussion of the 
results of the yearinthe brewing trade. At- 
tention is called to the competition tn the 
business and to the beer war in Chicago 
which previous to the beginning of the pres- 
ent year had absorbed the profits of the 
brewing companies. It speaks also of the 
habit of the brewing companies to start 
saloons which are run on the money ftur- 
nished by the brewing companies, and often 
at a loss to the companies... All of the com- 
panies, the stock of which is largely held 
abroad, have done well during the present 
year with the single exception of the San 
Francisco breweries, which have found it 
difficult to make interest payments on de- 
bentures.

URGE RESTORATION OF LUMBER TARIFF 


T. B. Walker end S, T. McKnight of 
Minneapolis Speak of the De- 
pression in Trade. 


T. B. Walker and Sumner T, McKnight of 
Minneapolis, Minn., passed through the city 
yesterday en route for Washington, D. C,, 
where they will appear on Thursday before 
the Ways and Means committee of the 
House of Representatives as members ofa 
committee of twenty-three men representing 
the lumber industries of the United States 
to argue in favor of a restoration of the 
tariff on lumber. In discussing the effect 
the removal of the tariff upon the lumber 
industries of this country Mr. Walker, at 
the Great Northern Hotel last evening, said: 

“ During the last year there has been im- 
ported into the United States a total of 
800,000,000 feet of manufactured lumber and 
800,000,000 feet of logs. Prices of American 
lumber, !ow at the best, have been forced 
lower by this competition. Canadian lumber- 
men get their stumpage at the crown price 
of $1 to $1.25 a thousand feet, while Ameri- 
can manufacturers or loggers pay the gov- 
ernment more than twice that amount for 
stumpage.” Labor is also cheaper in Canada 
than m the United States. You can see the 
effect on the market. 

‘** American mills have been compelled to 
limit their output both on account of the in- 
flux of foreign lumber and because of a less 
demand. Canadian manufacturers during 
the last two years have been increasing their 
output and enlarging the capacity of, their 
mills, and they are preparing for furtMer ex- 
pansion if the tariff is not restored, 

‘Mr. MeKnight and myself represent the 
Minneapolis lumber interests in the commit- 
tee appointed by the lumber dealers’ as- 
sociations. There will be men in the com- 
mittee of twenty-three from Milwaukee, 
EapClaire, Chicago, points in Michigan, and 
from all the important lumber centers in the 
United States. 

“We have received no intimation as to 
what the temper of the Committee on Ways 
and Means will be with reference to the tariff 
on lumber, but from the spirit of the late 
campaign we believe our plea for a restora- 
tion of the tariff will be successful.”’ 


TRAR UP A RAILROAD AT TACOMA. 


Aman Lake, Local Branch of the 
Union Pacific, Is Being 
Carted Away. 


local branch of the Union Pacific system, 
known as the Aman Lake railroad, is being 
taken up and leaded on flat cars. 
The work began at 12 Saturday night, and 
will be continued until the road from this 
city to Edison has been packed off on flat 
cars and sold for ironing a logging railroad 
property. 

For two months the road has not been op- 
erated, owing to failures to perfect satisfac- 
tory arrangements with electric companies 
for replacing steam power with electricity, 
and the complications resulted in secret or- 
ders being given to remove the track at 
midnight iast night, but the electric railway 
company, which is not in the deal to supply 
the electric power, balked and refused to 
furnish the necessary tools, and accordingly 
only a few men went to work at the ap- 
pointed hour. The force is being increased 
tonight, and, before any injunction can sus- 
pend operations, the bulk of the road will 
be loaded onto flat cars and removed. 

The Aman Lake -road was built in 1890, 
and was an cifshoot of the Union Pacific- 
Great Northern system in this State, upon 
which upwards of $2,000,000 were expended 
in Western Washington alone. Later, the 
Union Pacific system managed and con- 
trolled it, and recently it was sold under 
foreclosure of a mortgage. When equipped 
with electric cars, the balance of the road 
not carried away will prove .a good invest- 
ment for Bankers Robert Wingate and Jonn 
S. Baker. who bid in the property.

George W. Bolling Named as Superin- 
iendent of Public Service and the 
Choice Is Criticised Because of His 
Iack of Business Experience and 
for Other Reasons—Edward W. La- 
hiff Takes the Position Made Va- 
cant by Burdette’s Resignation.

President Healy of the County Board an- 
nounced the above appointments yesterday 
@fternoon, and the board in regular meeting 
confirmed them. 

With the exception of Bolling, Lange, and 
Lahiff the list is that of the old officeholders, 
who, as faithful members of the machine— 
that is to say, the county faction—have been 
retained in their places. Bolling has been 
put in the place vacated by Dr. T. N. 
Jamieson when he qualified as Clerk of the 
Appellate Court, and Lange, who was a 
deputy in Sheriff Pease’s office, is given the 
job left open through the resignation of Supt. 
Morgan. Mr. Lahiff is 
member of the Civil Service Board, Samuel 
Burdette, who held the position, having re- 
signed it on account of his removal to Wash- 
ington. 7) 

Comment as to Bolling. 

The appointment of Bolling to the respon- 
sible position of Superintendent of Public 
Service occasioned a great deal of comment 
yesterday. It had been foretold several 
days ago, but few people were willing to be- 
lieve Président Healy would actually make 


it. 

This position was created after the con- 
viction of the boodle Commissioners several 
years ago when a number of them were sent 
to the penitentiary. The purpose was to 
have it filled by a man whose character 
would be a guarantee against stealing and 
whose business capacity and mercantile ex- 
perience would save money to the county. 
The salary accordingly was fixed at $4,000 a 
year, and the incumbent is practically in 
charge of the expenditure of all the money 
‘ gpent by the county for supplies as well as 
‘building purposes. The office demands good 
business ability? and a thorough knowledge 
of values and materials. 

The young man whom President Healy has 
appointed has been acting of late as his pri- 
vate secretary and at the same time serving 
as a rter on an afternoon newspaper. 
When E TRIBUNE showed up the rotten- 
ness in the South Town offices some time 
ago his name was found on the pay-rolis 
then, although “there was no , evidence 
brought forward that he ever did any work 
for the town. Bolling himself lives in the 
First Ward. He came here from Baltimore, 
Md., three years ago. 3 

“Cheap” Political Associates. 


“ Balling is entirely without mercantile 
experience of any kind,” said a business-man 
yesterday. “* His associates in Chicago have 
been- politicians of the ‘ cheap’ variety.” 

Presidént Healy yesterday intimated he 
had appointed him merely as a figurehead, 
expecting to do the real work himself and 
unite in himself the duties and powers of 
the President of the board and that of¢his 
most impertant appointee. The criticism 
passed on this yesterday was if he wanted 
a dummy in the office he should have se- 
lected some one who would have brought 
to it at least something in the way of per- 
sonal standing in the community. 

Deputy Sheriff Lange, who is made Super- 
intendent at Dunning, is a resident of the 
Fourteenth Ward and has been identitied 
with politics for many years, being one of 
the Hertz lieutenants. Heis reputed a capa- 
ble man and has a fair reputation. He has 
alwa¥s trained with the machine. 

Edward M. Lahiff is a newspaper writer 
anc has done political work for a daily 
paper for some years. He is a native of 
Ireland and while there was identified with 
the Farnell movement. He is the Demo- 
cratic member of the board, it being, under 
the law, bipartisan. 

The County Advertising. ® 


The board, besides confirming President 
Healy’s appointment, voted to give the 
county advertising to a paper called the 
Daily Republican, Some objection was made 
on the ground no one had ever heard of the 
paper, but it was overruled.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 26.—The parent of Pop- 
ulism in the Vest is dead. It has not been 
so declared officially, but it will probably be 
next month when the annual meeting of the 
State Farmers’ Alliance will be held at 
Grand Island. 

The alliance was organized in 1890, and in 
less than nine months it became a political 


‘power, completely eclipsing the Democratic 


party and seriously threatening the as- 
cendancy of the Republicans. The constitu- 
tion of the alliance prohibited lawyers and 
other professional men from becoming mem- 
bers, but it is a curious fact that the only 
men who have profited in a political way 
from the formation of the organization have 
been the lawyers, the doctors, and the news- 
paper men. 

The platform of principles which every 
member was required to subscribe to includ- 
ed many of the planks made famous by in- 
corporation in the Ocala and Omaha plat- 
forms, and to these were added demands 
for State railroad regulation, reform in the 
tax laws, and a blast against the Republic- 
ans. No political machine was ever more 
perfect than the Farmers’ Alliance. The 
members were bound by a solemn obligation 
not only not to vote for the nominees of 
either of the old parties, but also to stay 
away from their meetings. So thoroughly 
was the State organized that in 1890 the 
State ticket nominated by the alliance ran 
second in the race, its candidate for Gov- 
ernor, the alliance President, polling 2,000 
more votes than the Republican nominee 
and being defeated only by the Democratic 
nominee, James E. Boyd, because of the pro- 
hibition issue. 

The presence of so strong a political fac- 
tor alarmed the old party leaders, and they 
moved closer together. In 1891 and 182 the 
alliance increased its strength; in 1893 it fell 
back, but in 1894 it elected its candidate 
for Governor. But it was no longer the 
alliance. The amalgamation with the other 
farmers’ organizations of the South and 
West and the adoption of the Ocala plat- 
form were an invitation to the discontented 
in general to join. The lawyers of the agri- 
cultural districts, of the small towns, who 
were dependent upon the farmers for fees, 
joined with them in a political way, and it 
was not long before they were filling the 
offices in the gift of the new party, the dis- 
trict and county Judgeships, and county of- 
fices, The Legislature of 1893 retired Sena- 
tor Paddock and gave to the world that re- 
markable long-distance orator, William Vin- 
cent Allen: in 1894 Judge Holcomb, a lawyer, 
was elected Governor, and the four Popu- 
list Congressmen-elect are lawyers. 

Rut while the Democratic and Republican 
leaders were getting closer together, a con- 
siderable faction of the Democracy, under 
Mr. Bryan, planned the capture of that or- 
ganization and its delivery to the alliance, 
now known as the Populist party. The first 
step was made in 1894, and it was In 1896 
that the Poputists finally absorbed the Dem- 
oeratic organization of Nebraska. 

The disintegration of the alliance dated 
from its union for national political purposes 
with kin@red farmers’ organizations, and 
‘the subsequent admission to party councils 
of the lawyers and the union labor men. 
nt while it lasted it. presented all the 
phases of a religious craze. The member- 
chip included women and boys and girls over 
16, and the-women were the live factors at 
the meetings, which were held weekly. It 
was, in fact. the social feature of the meet- 
ings that held the alliance toeether. The 
program embraced a short business session 
and then an old-fashioned country lyceum 
ana singine school combined. 

The method of campaigning was unique, 
Few meetings were scheduled for the towns, 
hasket nicnics and barbecues were the 
arder of The favorite ora- 
tors. farmers in homespun who had trained 
as stump eneakers in the old greenback 
days, were in great demand. but after poll- 
ties had been discussed sociability retgened. 
The farmers and their families from miles 
around drove to the scene, and as they 
neared the rendezvous would oreanize in 
processions with their banners flung to the 
breeze and their voices lifted un in song. 
familiar tunes to which rustic bards had 
fashioned political ditties. Bv this means 
they inspired the voters, and in solid phalanx 
these moved to the polls and voted according 
to Instructions. At this time their famous 
song. ** Good-Rv. Mv Partv. Good-By,” was 
heard evervwhere. Tt is as follows:

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WAR ON FOR 2-CENT FARE 


ILLINOIS “DRUMMERS ” TO CARRY 
THE FIGHT TO SPRINGFIELD. 


Three Hundred of the Cemmercial Men 
of the Sinte Meet in Annual Session 
and Show Their Disposition Ke- 
carding the Mileage Question— 
Speech of the President and HRe- 
ports ef Other Officers—Election Is 
the Last of the Work. 


More than 300 members of the Illinois Com- 
y mercial Men's Association raised _ their 
voices yesterday in favor of a continuance of 
the fight for a two-cent-a-mile fare. They 
met in fifth annual session in the Masonic 
Temple. They wil go to the General As- 
sembly with their appeals. . 

Hisses and groans greeted the reading by 
Secretary H. B. Smith of a letter from C. M. 
Southern, City Passenger Agent of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! railroad com- 
pany, in which was offered for the considera- 
tion and approval of the assembled travel- 
ing men a mileage book of 1,000 miles, for 
which $30 was to be paid, and providing for 
a rebate of $10. 

“ This,”’ observed the Secretary, as he 
finished, “‘might be considered something 
of a concession, for we have never been ena- 
bled to purchase less than 2,000 miles if we 
got the two-cent rate.”’ 

But the remark was drowned in a deluge 
of remonstrances from the assemblage, and 
if any member present had any desire to 
advocate a compromise he was too faint- 
hearted to give expression to his opinion in 
the face of all the opposition. 

To Work for Legislation. 

The following resolution was read, moved, 
and carried: 

“ Whereas, The Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation has declined to put into use a 5,000- 
mile interchangeable mileage book, 

** Resolved, That we, the Illinois Commer- 
cial Men's Association, 
sembled, hereby pledge ourselves, both as 
an association and as individuals, to do all 
in our power to influence such legislation as 
shall bring about a two cents a mile open rate 
on all the railroads in the Western Pas- 
senger Association.”’ 

“I move that a committee of six be ap- 
pointed,” cried one man excitedly, *‘ to rep- 
resent our cause at the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in Springfield.’’ 

A rising vote was called for and the mo- 
tion was carried unanimously. Then the 
men who travel over the same route selling 
goods ‘for rival firms shook hands enthusi- 
astically over the issue. 


Members Are Welcomed. 


President E. J. Thiele made an address at 
the outset welcoming the members, and 
printed reports of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, giving statistics of the year’s work, 
were distributed. 

President Thiele said: 

“Gentlemen of the Illinois Commercial 
Men’s. Association: It is with pleasure I 
greet you today and extend you a hearty wel- 
come. We haye come together to this, our 
fifth annual meeting, to consider amend- 
ments proposed to the constitution and by- 
laws, to elect officers, and to transact other 
business of importance. You have at hand 
the report of your Secretary and Treasurer. 
I would feecommend you to study it carefulty, 
so that you may thoroughly acquaint your- 
selves with the affairs of the association. 
The good showing made is certainly encour- 
aging, in view of the depressed business con- 
ditions. Tais fact alone should recommend 
itself to us, proving how able we are to stand 
firmly on our feet amid failure and panic 
around us. 

“Two matters of great importance are 
now upon, us, and I believe will tend as step- 
ping stones for larger business activity and 
will materially increase our membership. 
The first move has been to rent offices in this 
building, which will centralize the business 
and give you an opportunity to more person- 
ally interest yourselves. he second step 
will be the placing of a permanent officer in 
these offices, whose entire time and atten- 
tion will be devoted to his assigned duties. 

** Our uphill road is falrly passed: each day 
we are nearing the summit. Let us push 
upward, each one of us doing his much or 
little, as chance offers, for the good of our 
association, so when next we meet our re- 
ports may be even more gratifying and our 
business increase twofold.” * 

Reports Are Accepted. 

The reports of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer were formally accepted, and the Audi- 
tor’s report received and placed on file. 
Amendments were adopted making minor 
changes in the administration methods of 
the association. But the proposal of an 
amendment to the effect that all officers of 
the association should be residents of Cook 
County was met with expressed disapproval, 
and tabled. 

D. K. Klink, Secrptary and Treasurer of 
the Northwestern Traveling Men's Asso- 
ciation, addressed the meeting in the interest 
of a commercial! men’s headquarters which 
the NortHwestern Association !s planning 
to establish in Chicago. A committee was 
appointed to confer with a committee from 
the Northwestern Association in regard to 
the matter. Secretary Klink also invited 
the members of the Illinois Association to 
attend a “ smoker” to be given tonight at 
the Palmer House by the members of the 
Northwestern Association.

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 28.—{Special.}—Rob- 
ert Breckinridge, son of Col. W. C. P. Breck- 
inridge, has returned from a. three years’ 
tramp around the world. Since leaving Lex- 
ington in the early summer of 1893 he has 
roughed it. 

On leaving New York, to which city he 
went from here, he“went immediately to 
Calcutta on a sailing vessel, which doubled 
the Cape of Gpod Hope and sailed through the 
Indian Ocean and the Bay of Bengal to his 
destination.

From New Castle he sailed on a Scotch 
ship across the Pacific to Acapulco, Mexico, 
intending to get into the interior and thence 
back to the United States. He tramped 250 
miles through Mexico, through the Sierra 
Madre Mountains, over the old Guatemala 
trail, finally reaching the City. of Mexico 
after enduring many privations.

BURLINGTON EARNINGS FOR NOVEM- 
‘BER SHOW A DECREASE, 


Report for the Eleven Months of the 
Year, However, Shows an Increase 
Over the Previous Year of $222,590 
—Eas{-Bound Through Shipments 
from Chicago, Affected by Gulf 
Competition, Show a Falling Off— 
Rates on Iron Articles Advanced. 


Both freight and passenger earnings of the 
Burlington railroad system for the month of 
November suffered a large decrease. The 
total decrease in gross earnings for the 
month amounted to $381,678, but owning toa 
saving in operating expenses of $185,943 the 
decrease in net earnings is reduced to $202,- 
780. 4 
Notwithstanding the poor business done 
by the road during the last two or three 
months the statement for the eleven months 
ending Nov. 30, 1896, shows an increase over 
the corresponding period last year of $222,- 
590. This gain may be wiped out, however, 
in December if the business shows no better 
results than that for November, and pres- 
ent indications donot warrant the prediction 
of even as good results. 

The following is a detailed statement of 
gross earnings,-expenses, and net earnings 
for the entire Burlington system, including 
the Burlington and Missouri River road in 
Nebraska and the Burlington and Northern, 
for the month of November and for the 
eleven months ending Nov. 30:

East-Bound Through Shipments This 
Year Lighter than Last. 

There was an improvement in east-bound 
through shipments from Chicago last week, 
the increase over the week previous amount- 
ing to 8,000 tons. The total, however, falls 
nearly 30,000 tons short of the through ship- 
ments for the corresponding month last year. 

The principal reason why shipments this 
year are lighter than formerly is the main- 
tenance of prohibitive rates by Eastern 
roads, and in consequence the bulk of busi- 
hess goes to New Orleans and Galveston. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 61,805 tons, 
against 53,822 tons for the week previous 
and 90,677 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
8,541 tons, against 14,108 tons last year; 
grain, 42,784 tons, against 62,179 tons; pro- 
Visions, 10,180 tons, against 14,395 tons. 

The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 
10.1; Big Four, 15.8; Chicago and Erie, 7.2: 
Grand Trunk, 12.7; Lake Shore, 13.2; Mich- 
igan Central, 16; Nickel-Plate, 7.5; Pan- 
Handle, 4; Fort Wayne, 6.3; Wabash, 7.2. 


PLAN OF CONSOLIDATION IS READY. 
Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie to 
Absorb Two Lines in Pennsylvania. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 28.—(Special.]—The 
plan for the consolidation of the Pittsburg, 
Shenango and Lake Erie and Butler and 
Pittsburg under the name of the Pittsburg, 
Bessemer and Lake Erie railroad company 
has been completed and only awaits formal 
action by the stockholders. The capital 
stock of the new company will be $10,000,000 
in $50 shares and will retire, dollar for dollar, 
the $5,200,000 stock of the Butler and Pitts- 
burg ($2,400,000 new consols being also given 
4S part consideration) and the $4,800,000 
stock of the Pittsburg, Shenango and Lake 
Erie. All debts of the old companies will be 
assumed and a new consolidated mortgage 
to secure 310,000,000 of 5 per cent fifty-year 
gold bonds will be created covering all the 
railroad property, rights, and franchises of 
the consolidated company, including the 
agreement with the Carnegie Steel company, 
limited, and the Union railroad company. 
Of the new bonds $4,800,000 will be reserved 
to retire at or before maturity, a like amount 
of bonds outstanding on the Pittsburg, She- 
nango and Lake Erie, and $2,400,000 with in- 
terest accruing from April 1, 1897, will be 
issued in part payment to the stockholders 

of the Butler and Pittsburg. 


TO TUNNEL THE CASCADE MOUNTAIN 


Will Greatly Reduce Grade of the Great 
Northern Railway. 

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 28.—H. C. Henry, the 
millionaire contractor, has confirmed the 
report that he had secured the contract to 
build the approaches to the Great Northern 
railroad tunnel througn the Cascade Mount- 
ains, and that men were already on their 
way to commence preliminary work. Mr. 
Henry refused to state the amount of the 
contract. It will take about six months to 
do the work, and then everything will be 
ready to commence on the track, which is 
said to be one of the greatest engineering 
feats in history. The tugnel will be two and 
a half miles long and will reduce the altitude 
of the road 1,000 feet. 

How B. and O. Funds Were Disbursed. 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 28.—Special Master 
Dunham today filed a report in the receiver- 
shi proceedings of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad company, showing the disposition 
which had been made of the funds realized 
by the sale of $5,000,000 in receivers’ certifi- 
cates authorized by the court on May 21 last. 
He reports that $2,542,275 had been dis- 
bursed in paying claims filed agaifist the 
company and that $808,072 was expended in 
making improvements in the road and in 
rolling stock. Total disbursements of 
$4,147,196 were made from the $5,000,000 
fund, and on Oct. 31 last there was $852,803 
on hand. 


Ohio Southern May Not Be Sold. 

Cleveland, O., Dee. 28.—The foreclosure 
sale of the Ohio Southern railway, which 
was postponed from Nov. 7 to Dec. 31, has 
again been postponed, this time indefinitely. 
It is now said that the road will not be sold 
at all, but that the Lima Northern com- 
pany, which wants the property and prac- 
tically has possession of it now, has 
bought in all the trust company claims and 
otheMindebtedness of the road. 

William F. Potter Resigns. 

Saginaw, Mich., Dec. 28.—[Special.]—Will- 
iam F. Potter, General Superintendent of the 
Flint and Pére Marquette railroad since 
1891, and connected with that road since 
1875, has resigned, to accept the General 
Superintendency of the Long Island railroad. 
He has been one of the most popular and ef- 
ficient officials in the service of the Flint and 
Pére Marquette. 


Meet Wisconsin Central Rate. 

Authority has been given the Milwaukee 
and St*®Paul and Omaha roads to make a 
rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds on grain from 
Chippewa Falls and Eay Claire, Wis., to 
Chicago and Milwaukee, when destined to 
Port Huron and points east thereof, on ac- 
count of similar rate being in effect via the 
Wisconsin Central railroad.

GLOWING TRIBUTE TO KATE FIBLD. 


Henry E. Highton, a Prominent Law- 
yer of San Francisco; Writes of 
Her Noble Life. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 28.—Henry E. 
Highton, a prominent lawyer and a devoted 
admirer of Miss Field, has written the fol- 
lowing tribute to her: 

“ The great lesson of Kate Field’s life and 
death is her intense patriotism, which now, 
above all other periods, should command 
universal respect. She was an American to 
the core, broad, tolerant, without fanaticism 
or bigotry of any kind, and devoted to hu- 
man freedom on our constitutional basis. 
Like Gen. Grant, she had traveled widely, 
and had met the most distinguished thinkers 
and statesmen of Europe, but, like him, she 
returned to her own land even more deeply 
imbued than before with the spirit of our in- 
stitutions, in their happy combination of in- 
dividual sovereignty, state autonomy, and 
national unity. The last aspirations of her 
soul, as expressed orally and in the solemni- 
ties of her will, were that her ashes should 
mingle with her native soil, and that her in- 
dividuality should be respected by the flag 
A writer of unusual power, she never un- 
sexed herself, but in dealing with important 
questions, for fully a quarter of a century, 
she discussed them as an American woman, 
intellectual, cultivated, refined, and, under 
every condition, true to national ideals. She 
was familiar with the best literature of the 
world, and conveyed the loftiest thoughts 
and the purest sentiments of the ages, in 
language so clear and so telling that many 
of her phrases have become part of that pop- 
ular education of which she was so enthusi- 
astic a champion. 

‘* Women of her type and character tralned 
and armed the heroes of our revolutionary 
war. In the darkest years of the republic 
such women consecrated their children to 
their American conceptions of freedom and 
of independence; and though, toward the 
closing years of the century, patriotic edu- 
cation has dwindled in its extent and earnest- 
ness, that type of American woman is not ex- 
tinct, but, in any national emergency that 
may arise, will be revived and reinvigorated 
by the example and by the life of Kate Field. 

“To this State her services were at once 
valuable and unique. She spread the story 
of our achievements and of our resources al] 
over the Union. With a practical] sagacity 
that shamed many of our citizens she an- 
ticipated and predicted the mighty future of 
the Pacific. She boldly repudiated all nar- 
row or transcendental views’ which thwart- 
ed our progress and injured our local indus- 
tries, and she bore her testimony to our ca- 
pacity for industrial, moral, and intellectual] 
devhoument. by pervading the most detinite 

acts w thé biended power of 
mS gees 3 suet. 

“ Itis fitting, therefore, that the ob: 
of this noble and gifted woman shenla lan 
been marked by national] recognition, and 
pecullarly appropriate that they should have 
been celebrated in the State of California 
to which much of her best work dufing her 
later years was consecrated. When the 
unanimity and fervor with which the last 
honors of her memory have been paid are 
correctly realized they will prove, not only 
here, but throughout the Union and through- 
- the world, she ‘ being dead yet speak- 
eth.
